Legislative 
‘Yuan on July 9, has been tentative 
ly put forward in the Chinese 
press lately. "In extension of this 
picture which surely puts human, 
if not foreigners, nature in a 
surprisingly new light, an interview 
with Mr, R. Calder-Marshall, the 
‘Chairman of the British Chamber of 
‘Commerce produced in the Chinese 
press the impression that if there 
‘was one desire burning more flerce~ 
ly in the breast of the British re~ 
sident here it was to pay the dues: 
alleged to be assessed as owing by 
him under the new Law, notwith- 
standing the privilege of extrater~ 
ritoriality. Mr. Calder-Marshal! has 
very promptly and properly pricked 
this Ingenuous bubble, So far from 
encouraging the notion that his 
fellow-countrymen would be pre- 
pared to waive their rights and 
submit to assessment, he pointed 
out, the practical difficulties in the 
way of collecting the tax at all and, 
it is to be hoped that his friendly] 
hints will be taken, ‘The Chinese 
Government should ‘not be content 
with the promulgation of an Income 
‘Tax Law which is a virtual dead| 
lelter—or is only applicable to those 
unfortunate servants of the Gov-| 
ernment from whose incomes the 
tax can be deducted at the source. 
For one thing, the resultant pro-| 
‘ceeds would be infinitesimal and in| 
putting forward: the tax the Gov- 
ernment’s hope is to substitute 
selentifle for “illicit” methods of| 
taxation, ‘Therefore it is reason- 
able to assume that what Mr. 
Calder-Marshall calls a nation-wide] 
‘and effective system is intended. 


‘Theoretically the income-tax_is| 
an ideal form of taxation—it the| 
epithet can “be applied without 
lncerating the assessee’s: feelings. 
Practically its application demands 
cautious recognition of the social 
conditions prevailing. Even highly| 
organized countries in the West} 
have found it Impossible to adopt| 
that direct method of taxation. For| 
China, if the income-tax is to be 
successfully levied, it seems highly 
desirable that its ‘initiation should] 
be on the simplest lines, after ap-| 
proved and competent ‘machine: 
for assessment and collection has| 
been established. It has been airily| 
remarked that the Government has| 
created a Bureau for the purpose. 
No ovidence is adduced of the for- 
‘mation of a trained and adequately’ 
pald body of collectors. ‘There is| 
nothing to show that such a bureau| 
judging from past experience— 
will be anything more than what} 
is known as a “farming” concern. 
If that apprehension be correct 
then the difference between  the| 
bureau's operations and those! 
methods of illicit taxation which| 
the Government rightly seeks to| 
abolish is merely a distinction and) 
nothing more. Dr. K. M, Marx, 
lately showed how vague was the| 
law in certain aspects. Taking a. 
ine from other countries the Gov- 
ernment is believed to intend to} 
exempt agricultural incomes from 
assessment for the purposes of the 
tax, The actual provision for this 
exemption is not at all clear. Yet, 
obviously, it is highly necessary if 
comparative simplicity in imposi- 
tion of the new tax is to be 
achieved. ‘The need for careful 
consideration of this and other 
points is imperative. Without, 
desiring in the slightest degree to 
e the Central Govern~ 
food faith in this matter, it] 
impossible to be satisfied ' at

resent that the requisite conditions 
for the smooth collection of the tax| 
have been established. 

‘Western procedure and methods of 
assessment must be cited with dif 


dence. Perhaps jit may be per-| 
missible to lay down certain’ 
principles, the most important of| 
which is that, when a tax of this 
kind is first imposed, it were better 





{to err on the side of leniency. In| 
other words the minimum income 
subject to assessment should be 
fairly high and the graduation of 
the tax should be gentle. For in-| 
stance it has been held that, in a! 
country of China's size and popula 
tion when agricultural incomes are| 
exempt, a 2% per cent. tax on 
annual Incomes of not iess than 
$2,500 and not more than $5,750 
would be reasonable. On incomes 
between $5,760 and $12,000, the tax 
might be 3 per cent, It will be 
seen that this system does not 
adopt the English method of 
taxing on the surplus of in- 
‘come over a certain figure, but the| 
lower percentage of the assessment 
more than compensates for that dif- 
ference. This would appear to be 
‘2 far more workable scheme than 
‘that which is now proposed in ap-| 
parent disregard of the relation of| 
‘the collections to the cost of effect 
ing them. Although, leaving out of| 
‘account the ineome-iax on business 
Profits, the rate of assessment of 
the personal income as proposed by 
the new Law is not as high as that 
in the scheme already cited, it ean- 
not be considered practicable in 
view of the dimensions of the prob-| 
em of dealing with over 1,700 
hhsiens and petty incomes incom-_ 
mensurate altogether with the cost of 
collection. Unless the tax be equit- 
ably imposed and levied it will xetara | 
rather than help the Government's 
admirable efforts at fiscal reform. 
‘These criticisms of the tax do not 
logically affect the position of the 
‘extraterritorial foreigner. His 
ability to the tax is subject to 
diplomatic interpretation of the! 
‘Treaties. ‘There is no reason why| 
he should act independently of that| 
interpretation. But the feasibility 
of imposing this tax under present 
conditions on the non-agricultural 
population of China is a problem 
of urgent importance. As Mr. 
Calder-Marshall pointed out, the 
collection must” be universal, 
equitable, and effective. ‘The 
Government cannot afford to be 
‘accused of allowing one province 
to escape and insisting on the full 
rigour of the Jaw in another pro- 
vines. ts assessing and collecting 
machinery must therefore be 
‘established beyond doubt before the| 
factual levying of the tax is begun. 


A POSTPONEMENT 
Aug. 22. 

Both the Shanghai Municipal! 
Council end the Automobile Club 
of China are to be congratulated 
on the decision to defer on- 
forcement of the proposed 
parking regulations for a month 
beyond the original “appointed 
day." ‘This will enable the Couneit 
which is now actually in recess to 
give full consideration to the 
criticisms legitimately raised by the 
Club and other members of the 
public. It should give useful 
breathing space during which, it is| 
to be hoped, the Police authorities 
will address themselves to the 
elucidation of certain obscurities. Is 
It possible also to suggest that the: 
postponement authorized by Mr. 
Sterling Fessenden, after con- 
sultation with the Members of 
the Council, will be regarded 
as another ' proof of the ad- 
ministration's desire to act with 
‘scrupulous fairness and considera 
tion for all interests affected? ‘The 
acrimony of some of the comments 
publicly made on this traffic prob- 
lem, has been noticeable. It has 
done less than justice either to the 
Police themselves or to Shanghai's 
reputation for breadth of view. The 
Council may feel aggrieved in that, 
although the main outlines of the 
parking scheme have been before 
the public for soveral weeks. the 
development of intense criticism did 
not arise until the recess and at a 
time, incidentally, when the de- 
partmental head directly respons- 
ible was away on short leave. No-

The com- 
munity as a whole has often to} 
face a sudden and unavoidable ad- 
dition {o its expenditure on neces~ 
saries and it cannot command the 
vigorous advocacy of a powerful 
organization to secure what it con- 
siders to be redress. It has tomake 
the adjustment on Mr, Micawber's 
immortal principles by the light of 
its own commonsense. A motor- 
car owner who is prepared to face 
the ordinary running expenses 
his car may find the new budget| 
provision of, say, $10 p.m. for car= 
parking inconvenient, but a sense 
‘of proportion forbids ‘melodramatic; 
treatment of his plight. Naturally| 
the Automobile Club, in discharg~ 
ing its duty to its constituents, is 
not going to give public endorse- 
ment to that view. ‘The detached 
‘observer will, however, be moved 
to the conclusion that the Council's 
‘case is by no means weak, when| 
the Club has to concentrate so} 
fiercely on the owner-driver's claim. 
‘The other point which obviously 
demands clarification arises from 
the curious revelation regarding the| 
socalled “musical chairs” system of 
parking. In the absence of further 
‘explanation that system appears to) 
‘be ludicrous. It was understood | 
that the one-hour rule applied to 
“shopping” parking and could not 
ve adopted for the relief of the 
‘car-owner regularly parking his or| 
her car in office hours. ‘The notion 
of inviting owners to keep their’ 
parked cars in a state of hourly| 
removal from one spot to another’ 
is Gilbertian. ‘The Police could 
never have intended such an out~ 
‘come of their regulations and when| 
the Council is able to make a con-| 
sidered statement on the subject it 
is confidently expected that mis~ 
apprehension of some kind will be 
disclosed. Turning to certain criti- 
‘cisms which this controversy has} 
revealed, it is to be hoped that the 
Police will take due note of the| 
‘general opinion that firmer control 
of the rickshaw traffic is imperative. 
‘They might also obtain from the| 
Council adequate authority to prev-| 
ent the free-parking of utility and 
commercial vehicles in prejudice of| 
the rights of the private owner and 
the general public. While strongly 
doprecating the tone and virulence| 
‘of some comment made on the| 
Council's handling of this problem, 
this journal is of the opinion that| 
the Police. authorities would find 
their task easier if they could some- 
how show a greater readiness to| 
explain their intentions and a more 
sympathetic attitude towards 
reasonable suggestions. ‘The charge 
that they have acted arbitrarily has 
been firmly refuted in these 
columns, but, often, they have| 
given a quite unwarranted and 
Unintentional impression of arbi- 
trariness by their failure to take 
the public fully into their con- 
fidence.

‘The statesman whose Garter: 
testified to the hopes pinned to that. 
achievement in Great Britain, has 
been recently rebuked for bellicose: 
utterances. ‘The League, formed on 
the basis of the Covenant, enshrined 
in the Peace Treaties, for the| 
abrogation of war as an instrument 
Of poliey, has been betrayed by its 
members and the betrayal has paid 
it an unwelcome compliment by ac- 
celerating world rearmament. 
Nations have to look forward to an’ 
uneasily poised peace which will 
rash at the precise moment when| 
the overwhelming armed superiority, 
of any power or group of powers 
bursts the bounds of diplomatic 
restraint. Yet Mr. Shaw voices! 
the upprehensions of every thought-| 
ful citizen in deprecating belief in 
the benefits of war; he voices the 
public opinion of many nations in. 
disclaiming any desire for other! 
than peaceful policies. What is the! 
answer to his riddle? 

Human prescience alone cannot 
avert catastrophe. The world,| 
somehow or other, must invoke 
higher guidance by submitting itsel¢| 
to the discipline of a morality 
which it has flouted. In the mean- 
time it may be salutary to analyse| 
‘the situation as it stands. ‘The 
downfall of the League and the 
faltezing support given to pence- 
construction are due to the con- 
vietion that the machinery devised 
to preserve peace has been one- 
sided: it has been worked for 
maintaining conditions which fail 
to minister to the needs of all 
nations, So the world has been 
‘once more torn by dissension whick 
ranges on one side the upholders 
of the status quo and, on the other, 
the restless seekers after readjust 
ment, the former being concerned 
to maintain peace, the latter only 
amenable to that condition so long, 

they are able by the. threat of 
war to enforce the rights which 
they consider have been unjustly, 











denied them. In the process the 
Peacemongers have — weakened 
themselves and the warmongers 


have so dangerously exploited the 
spirit of the armed argument that 
they have almost lost the will to 
ensue peace; war to them is the 
logical outcome of their philosophy 
and their vigorous disciplining of 
their peoples. The question now 
arises whether the so-called peace- 
mongers, out of a sense of self- 
protection, will not find themselves 
driven to’ join this or that group 
of warmongers and so precipitate 
the dreaded cataclysm. ‘The essence 
of force as the basis of national 
policy lies in its provision of power 
which ean be used and is intended| 
to be used—elther by blackmailing 
the opponent into concessions which 
would otherwise be — withheld, 
rightly or wrongly, or by striking 
when the occasion offers apparently 
certain prospects of success, or by 
being compelled to ght when the 
blackmailed party feels strong 
enough to call the bluff, or is so) 
sorely pressed that resistance is 
inevitable for the sake of self-pro- 
servation. If the resultant con- 
flagration became world-wide, 
present landmarks might disappear, 
celvilization totter and in the painful| 
process of recovery unparalleled 
Sorrow and suffering ensue, To 
attempt anything like a considered 
‘appreciation of the possibilities is. 
impossible. ‘The faint shadow of| 
probabilities can alone be depicted. 
It is safe to argue from recent pre- 
cedent that neither victor _nor| 
vanquished would profit. Mr. Shaw| 
cannot be answered with greater| 
directness, except by the Martian 
novelist, 

‘The nation which is convinced of 
the futility of war may be able, 
from its geographical or political| 
situation, to give practical expres- 
sion to ‘that conviction. Tibet 
‘the only country which has deli-_ 
berately adopted a pacifie policy 
‘and the special conditions operating | 
there make the example of little 
value. Switzerland, Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, Holland kept out 
of the ‘World War and enhanced, 
their reputations for statesmanship| 
thereby. Yet they would all agree 
that they were favoured _ by! 
circumstances. Even ‘they might 
hot be able to preserve their record, 
‘were another upheaval to occur, 
In Great Britain attention may be 
called to the movement for refusal 
to engage in war in any event, Let 








the logical outcome be imagined. 
Tt necessarily would involve the 
surrender of British territory either 
to whatever power showed itself 
ready to take it by force or by the 
secession of that territory to some 
national organization which would 
be prepared to defend it against 
aggression. It may be argued that 
Great Britain would thereby set the 
world a classic example, but he 
would be a bold man who could 
claim certainty for the conviction 
that the example would be followed 
or would actually advance the 
Political or economic progress of 
the world, even assuming that it 
commanded the — self-sacrileing 
acquiescence of the nation primarily 








concerned. Nor can the middle 
course be commended: the sur- 
render by Great Britain of 


selected territorial possessions in 
order to appease the claims of other 
nations would merely set on foot a 
gradual process of disintegration 
which would In the long run 
achieve the same elimination of 
British influence without, neces- 
sarily, relieving the world of a 
single one of its fears. Arguments 
applicable to Great Britain would 
be valid scussing the possibili- 
ties of extreme pacificism in the 
United States of America, Russia 
or France. If it be possible at all 
to prescribe means for extricating, 
the world from the coil of rearma~ 
ment, the best hope seems to lie 
in encouraging the realignment of 
international peace effort, not on 
the narrow basis of preserving the 
status quo, but for co-operation in 
meeting the economic and political 
needs of all nations. Proof that 
escape from present perplexities 
‘ean be found in such co-operation 
rather than in recourse to war must 
be furnished. At the same time 
international authority will have to 
be established to prevent the per- 
verse creation of perplexities by 
an individual nation’s self-infliction 
of economic mayhem. It will not 
bbe enough to strengthen the opera- 
tion of sanctions as France is re- 
ported to be proposing; that reform 
of the League is obviously im 
portant but it will have to be ac- 
‘companied by some measure for the 
subordination of national sove- 
reignty to the overriding authority 
of the League. To that end the 
principles of the New Common~ 
wealth which Lord Davies is en- 
deavouring to form on international 
lines have relevance. 

















BIGOTRY’S BANE 
Aug. 21. 
Once again the world is being 
given grim proof of the truism that 
internecine strife is the most 
ruthless and inhuman of all. In a 
‘war between nation and nation for 
some political or economic aim, 
there is, amid the horrors, the spark 
of chivalry—although the point 
cannot be pressed too The 
professional soldier bears little 
malice against his adversary when 
the heat of battle has subsided and 
‘that characteristic is usually found 
among those who share the 
responsibilities of representing a 
national cause. Far otherwise is it 
when a nation is torn by civil strife, 
when the clash of rival political 
ideals carried to the fanatical fury 
of bigotry finds no outlet except in 
force. Of that tree is the revolu- 
tionary fruit. It seems that the 
world to-day is confronted with an 
exceptionally widespread and 
virulent disorder of such origin. It 
were a sterile enterprise to assign 
the blame. Some say that the 
relentless myopia of the communist 
has led the way and other coun- 
teracting doctrinaires have merely 
applied homeopathic remedies. 
Others hold that the stark in- 
sensibility of the dominant up- 
holders of obsolescent systems have 
driven the under-dogs to despair. 
Certainly warning signals flame in 
the sky to the peril of reason and 
the possible engulfment of modern 
civilization. If the struggle be- 
tween Communism and Fascism— 
to adopt the rough-and-ready 
classification of the main schools of 
rival thought—cannot work itself 
out except by violent strife, if man’s 
power of evolutionary development 
has to be temporarily abrogated, 
the prospect is drear indeed. Yet 
it is diMcult to contemplate the 
swift emergence of domestic con- 
troversy over the Spanish issue 
‘within the democracies of hitherto 
{ree peoples without feeling grave 











apprehension. It looks as if the 
grim suppression of liberty in the 


authoritarian state sardonically' 
tempts the rest of the world to 
suicidal emulation. 

Paradoxically the wave of ex- 
‘treme nationalism which has lately 
swept across the world and ac 
centuated fears of another general 
Jconflagration with politico-national| 
objectives seems likely to be broken 
Jon the suddenly formed shoal of; 
internal cleavage on foreign affairs. 
The democratic country, taught to 
reserve neutrality by officially re~ 
Jcognizing whatever government de| 
jure may be in power, is bewilder- 
fed by a situation which’ enables 
the nation under totalitarian 
dictatorship to disregard such prin- 
ciples. In Great Britain as in 
France there are elements which 
sympathize, in a greater or less 
‘degree of candour, with the Spanish 
Government or with the insurgents. 
‘The British Government—mainly 
[Conservative although technically | 
/National—and the French Govern- 
ment—largely Socialist with left- 
‘wing leanings—have to ignore the 
division of opinion among their 
citizens and maintain outwardly, at 
least, correct relations with the 
Spanish Government at Madrid. 
Such inhibition binds neither 
Moscow nor Berlin nor Rome. The 
result is that in formulating the 
non-interference agreement for 
}general adoption, both France and 
Great Britain have been compelled! 
to modify the usual practice and 
in treating insurgents and the de 
jure Spanish Government alike, 
tisk being charged with the neglect 
of thelr diplomatic obligations. Sir 
Samuel Hoare has forcefully drawn 
the nation’s attention to the dangers 
inherent in the situation. Great 
Britain, independently reinforcing 
her support of France's note, has 
imposed a complete ban on the ex- 
port of munitions to Spain. ‘This 
decision may evoke  doctrinaire| 
criticism, but It will be generally 
approved on practical grounds. 
Nothing. must be left undone to| 
encourage the _newly-awakened 
spitit of co-operation in Europe. 

Fundamentally the danger of this 
situation lies in the demarcation of| 
sympathies on class lines. The 
‘moment British and French opinion. 
can be gauged on such lines, the| 
elements of revolutionary activity| 
become discernible. Fortunately 
there is no evidence that either M. 
Leon Blum or Mr. Stanley Baldwin. 
is blind to the possibilities. It can-| 
not be denied, however, that the| 
rise of the totalitarian state creates 
‘a new difficulty in defining the at- 
titude of democratic governments| 
toward de jure administrations 
elsewhere. Hitherto the democratic 
assumption is that the citizens of| 
‘a state have the right and the 
capacity to decide their own| 
political destiny by means of the 
usual exercise of eriticism and per-_ 
suasion, Therefore those citizens| 
‘on their domestic issues should be| 
free of external interference and| 
criticism, In the last two decades! 
the assiduous activities of foreign 
nations in attempting to influence| 
the internal affairs of other states| 
have been growing. At one time| 
‘Moscow held that copyright. It 
has now beon adopted by others.| 
It is exactly there that bigotry finds| 
scope for its baneful mood. So 
Jong as Communism and Fascism 
can be discussed on academic 
principles no great harm may be| 
done. The development of condi- 
tions which bring them into the 
arena of socalled practical politics 
jereates a very different and highly| 
explosive situation. Neither creed 
can be dressed in political party 
garb and so become merged in a 
parliamentary struggle _ between| 
the “tins” and “outs” who may 
change places without any more| 
than electoral casualties. Each of| 
those creeds has a pseudo-religious| 
appeal. Tt demands the crusading 
spirit ‘and it demands it to the 
exclusion of all else. That way 
fanaticism lies and the consequent 
surrender of human judgment to 
the "blind servitude of mass 
hysteria the technique of which 
hhas been aptly described as ter-| 
rorism for the few and megaphone | 
propaganda for the many. Rus- 
sia has known that travail for| 
nearly twenty years; It has spread 
to other peoples in other guises. 
Can its horrors not be checked? 

















THE BETTER THE DAY

Everyone knows that—for its 





sins, the assumption is—Saturday's 
child has far to go and that Sun- 


day's child monopolizes all the 
virtues. Still it is surprising to 
find such a contrast betweon the 
records of Sunday and Saturday in 
the current -motoring history of| 
Great Britain. Sunday is not a day 
of rest for the motorist. The roads 
on Sundays bear full testimony to 
the desire of the British public to 
‘get into the open air and enjoy the 
advantages of modern means of 
transport. Yet, on the principle, 
perhaps, of: the better the day, the 
better the deed, Sunday has far 
fewer accidents than any other day 
of the week. Saturday which has 
part of the holiday functions of the 
first day of the week, has the most 
accidents. ‘The contrast may be 
due to the difference in the .mood 
of the traveller and in the 
character of the traffic. On Satur- 
day commercial vehicles as well as 
private motor-cars are busy on 
their lawful occasions. Some of 
them may be putting on speed’ to 
bring the labours of the week to a 
rapid: conclusion, In any event, 
the greater homogeneity of the: 
Sunday traffic may tend to produce 
less perilous conditions. Statistics 
notoriously may be made to prove 
anything. It would be unsafe there- 
fore to attempt to dogmatize on the 
figures issued from the Ministry of 
Transport, especially on the basis 
of a brief cabled summary. Readers! 
of detective stories are well aware 
that their use of clues has to be 
carefully guarded against _un- 
reserved acceptance of any parti 
cular theory. They put forward 
thelr deductions with diffidence and 
the almost certain knowledge that 
the ingenuity of the storyteller will 
defeat them on the last page. So, 
in considering the comparative 
records of Saturday and Sunday on 
the roads of Great Britain, various 
points might be made, Their 
validity can only be surmised, not 
fiercely sponsored. For example, it 
might be noted that on Saturdays: 
children are enjoying respite fzom 
school and do not come under the 
moderate discipline of the Sabbath. 
day. Public houses are not so 
readily accessible on Sundays as 
on Saturdays. ‘The patrols of the 
A.A.A. may perhaps be in stronger 
foree on Sunday—the recognized 
day for the excursions of its mem- 
bers who on other days are tied 
to office or business. 

The figures partly confirm the 
view of the Registrar-General who| 
last January drew attention to the 
fact that—on his survey of vital 
statistics for 1983—the ages of 
Greatest risk were: 

the age of commencing pedestrian 

activity uncontrolled by experience, 

5-10, the age of great motor-driving 

activity not, fully restrained by 

sense of responsibility, 20-25, and 

old age with its physical inability 

to escape many traffle dangers. 
Incidentally that report showed the 
value of propaganda in the school 
for the rate of fatality for boys 
between the ages of 10 and 15, as 
compared with former years, 
showed a reduction from 132 to 106 
Der million. There can be little 
doubt that instruction in road dis- 
cipline given in the schools is an 
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important clement in diminishing 
the toll of the road. ‘This emerges 
from the Ministry’ of ‘Transport’s 
disclosure that what in 1933 was 
‘one of the dangerous age-periods— 
20-25—has in 1935 become one 
freest from fatal accidents. On 
ordinary week days it seems that 
the process of travelling to work is 
not as dangerous as that of return- 
ing from work to the home, 
Whether it implies that human 
nature emulates the schoolboy of 
Shakespeare's time and creeps like 
snail unwillingly to office, or 
whether it merely connotes a 
greater congestion in the evening 
owing to the divergence of time for 
beginning work—the factory hand 
in the early morning, the shopkeeper 
a little later and the professional 
Worker later still—must be left to 
closer analysis of the figures to 
decide. ‘The other dangerous hour 
of 10 to 11 at night may have noth- 
ing to do with the closing of public 
houses. It suggests that at that 
time most traffic is on the roads 
because of the exigencies of bed- 





ie. 
‘The appalling total of 6,500 
deaths in road accidents is indica 
tive of the need for further control 
of the motorist, ‘The “jay walker” 
cannot be entirely exonerated but 
the blame must not be too lightly 
assigued to him or her, It is 
significant that the chief victims 
are elther young children or aged 
people—in other words those users 
of the road who, by reason of their’ 
inexperience or lack of physical 
capacity, have the least opportunity 
of avoiding the too rapidly moving 
vehicle. ‘The mere fact that 62 per 
cent. of the accidents occurred in 
conditions giving tthe motorist a 
clear view of the road ahead of 
him shows that greater care has 
still to be demanded of the driver, 
Sexagenarian or older pedestrians 
formed no less than 50 per cent. 
of the fatally injured road-crossers. 
Here surely is the proof that not 
‘enough allowance is made for age's 
infirmity and consequently that 
the spirit of juggernaut still 
requires exorcizing from the motor= 
ing classes. ‘That the authoritles 
have not been able effectively to 
cope with this danger is evident 
from the figures for the week ended 
July 11 when 110 people were 
killed on the roads—a reduction of 
27 on the previous week and of 16 
‘as compared with the corresponding 
week of 1935. The advantages of 
strict police control are to be dis- 
cerned in the remarkable record of 
the City of London which reported 
no deaths and only nine people in- 
jured in a week in which the 
| Metropolitan Police had to report 
14 deaths and 1,239 injured, - The 
difference in the-sizes of the two 
areas does not dispose of this con= 
trast. It must be attributed in no 
small degree to the conditions 
which have led the Ctly Police 
authorities to impose rigid rules re~ 
garding parking, speed and other 
matters, In Sunderland, where the 
police have also beén given special 
Powers of control for the develop- 
ment of thelr traffle policy, an

apparent. Mr, Shaw's pessimism 10

merely’ sought to emphasize that 
reality. ‘The tree is known by its’ 
fruit," 1 ‘nations are lured” into) 
adoption of certain beliefs in the im- 
possibility of solving thelr economic 
‘and political problems except by use 
‘of the armed argument, it is all the 
more diMcult to expect then to 
pursue the quest for peace. Organiza 
ions for the consolidation of world 
peace have been ealled into existence. 
‘The League of Nations, founded on 
the Covenant, still holds the field as 
an official, if incomplete and, so far, 
ineffective instrument for the aboli- 
tion of war, may ultimately find the 
Boal to which its promoters desired 
to press, if the plans for its reform 
prove practicable, Mention of its 
activities and of the other efforts 
‘made with the same peaceful pur- 
ose is merely made here to show 
that the inevitability of war has not 
‘been accepted, that statesmen ha 
according 10 thelr lights, been se 
ing to minister to the yearning for 
peace, It were as foolish to conceal 
the perils which. threaten the world, 
as to give way to despair of ste 
in averting those perils, Civilization’ 
cannot survive by the process of 
wearing blinkers.

Times” by the County of Fife asking 
for an expert to take charge of air 
ald precautions in every borough in 
the country, ‘The sultable applicant 
must have good. organizing ability 
‘and un up-to-date knowledge of gas 
and anti-gas measures and of alr raid 
precautions organization in general. 
The appointment will be for twelve 
‘months only with a salary of £400 
with an allowance of £100 for 
travelling expenses. This is believed 
to be the first time that the advertis- 
ing columns of a newspaper have 
been utilized for such a purpose, but 
It indicates appreciation of " the 
wisdom of the British Governinent’s 
measures to introduce plans for the 
protection of the civilian population 
in time of alr raids, with particular 
reference to methods of combatting 
Jgas, Under the Government scheme, 
direction emanates trom a special 
body formed in co-operation with the 
Home Office in London but It is lett 
to the local authorities to introduce 
these measures into thelr own dis- 
ftriets.

‘quite fair, for Ford is by no means 
deficient in science, while Petersen, 
fs not conspicuous for his use of it. 
Foord went to England from South 
‘Africa a useful, ‘ut comparatively. 
raw, boxer, but by dint of meeting} 
all and’sundry, piling up valuable ex= 
perience in the ring, he won his way. 
to the top flight. He is a young man 
‘and has learnt alot during his! 
‘Sojourn in the British Isles, his weight 
has increased, and when he met 
Petersen the second time he was a 
formidable opponent in both brawn 
‘and science. It is true that in the 
latter department he has still ‘some 
way to go, He has an asset in a 
Powerful punch in either hand that 
his South African predecessor in 
aspiring to boxing honours did not 
have. ‘This predecessor, McCorkin- 
dale, was far and away more scientific 
than Foord, but, as he showed in 
his American tour, his sclence was

THE GRAFTON DUKEDOM 

‘The young Duke of Grafton who 
‘was so. tragically killed three days 
after his 22nd birthday was the 
ninth of his line and the grandson of 
the eighth Duke for his father, Vis- 
‘count Ipswich, by a sad coincidence, 
‘was killed in ‘a flying accident. The 
Gratton Dukedom was bestowed by 
Charles 31 on his second son by 
Barbara Villiers who is known to 
readers of Pepys Diary as the beau- 
jtifal but frail Lady Castlemaine, 
afterwards Countess of Southampton 
and Duchess of Cleveland—by crea- 
tion in her own right. Her eldest 
son, Charles Fitzroy was created Earl 
lof Chichester and Duke of Southamp- 
ton but became Duke of Cleveland 
on his mother's death. That title be- 
‘came extinct in 1774, Henry FitzRoy, 
the second son, was made Earl of 
Euston in. 1672 and Duke of Gratton 
in 1675. He was the most popular 
fof Charies I's sons and fell in action 
fat the siege of Cork. A third son by 
Barbara Villiers was named George 
and created Duke of Northumber- 
and but died without issue. Although 
Barbara's eldest son succeeded to the 
‘Southampton Dukedom the present 
House of Southampton does not trace 
its descent to him but to his brother 
Henry, for the first Baron Southamp- 
ton—created in 1780—Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Charles Fitzroy, was a grandson 
of the second Duke’ of Grafton and 
therefore a great-great-grandson of 
Charles 11. The Grafton family spell 
the name FitzRoy but the Southamp- 
ton branch spell theirs Fitzroy. ‘The 
Speaker of the House of Commons 
fs the only brother of the present 
and 4th Lord Southampton,

TRAFFIC PROBLEM 

‘The contention that there js no 
tram problem is strongly assailed by 
the revelations emerging from the 
‘correspondence in these columns.

published. Even now the public 
mind is “hazy on certain specific 
arrangements affecting the owner~ 
driver and perhaps the Police might 
consider the wisdom of explaining the 
difference between the rules govern= 
ing the temporary parking ‘by the 
“shopping” motorist and. those in- 
tended to deal with the more regular 
tind permanent parking by the owner~ 
driver in office hours. ‘There is room 
for clarifeation of "that difference. 
‘The other point has been touched 
upon effectively by more than one 
critic and arises from the deplorable 
lack of control exercised over the 
rickshaws in the public streets. For 
instance, although the rickshaws are 
kept in’ single line down the main. 
road, as soon as they are halted by 
f traile stop they ate allowed to form 
up four abreast to the intense danger 
of all other forms of locomotion. The 
way in which four or five or even 
hhalf-a-dozen empty rickshaws will 
suddenly dart across the street to 
pick up an often imaginary fare is an~ 
other source of peril to the pullers 
themselves and ‘the traffic around 
them. “Now that the pullers are 
licensed it surely should not be be= 
yond the power of the Police to 
Zrame simple rules which would 
‘empower the constables on trame duty 
to maintain proper discipline.

THE MOSCOW TRIAL 


‘The dramatic trial in Moscow 
has given remarkable evidence 
regarding the assassination of 
M. Sergei. Mironoviteh _‘Kiroq 
who was shot dead on Dec. 1. 
1834 at the House of the Soviet in 
Leningrad (formerly the Smolny In- 
stitute) by a man who, at the time 
was alleged to be Nikolaeff, 
assassin sent by enemies of the work 
ing class.” M. Kiroff was one of the 
prominent members of the younger 
section of the Old Guard of Bolshe- 
vists. Entering the Communist Party 
at the age of 18, he was active in pro- 
moting revolutionary activities and 
ultimately took part in the Civil War 
Jn the Caucasus. He was a member 
of the delegation which negotiated the 
Soviet-Polish Peace Treaty in Riga in 
1920. In 1928 he was appointed secre 
tary of the Leningrad Territorial 
Committee of the Communist Party 
and two years later was also made a 
member of the Political Bureau and 
the Red Parliament. He was consid- 
ered be M, Stalin's most com- 
pelent associate and his administration 
of Leningrad was marked by ruth- 
lessness which probably drew on him. 
the attention of the eounter-revolution- 
aries. Official accounts of the murder 
‘were confused and it was generally 
considered that Nikolaeff, the sctual 
murderer, was the tool of more im= 
Portant conspirators. Zinovieff— 
whose name is intimately associated 
with ‘the downfall of Mr, Ramsay. 
‘MacDonald's first Labour Govern 
ment in Great Britain—was formerly 
In control of Leningrad where he is 
said to have displayed the same 
‘qualities of resolute tyranny as were 
attributed to his murdered successor, 
Nikolaef and thirteen others placed 
on trial for the murder were ex- 
ecuted on Dec. 29, 1934, it having 
‘been announced that about 100 other 
counter-revolutionaries had already 
been shot for complicity in the same 
conspiracy, 























It is exceedingly dimieult for the 
outsider to form any satisfactorily 
coherent opinion on the outcome of 
the trial of the counter-revolution- 
aries at Moscow. ‘The men con- 
‘demned to death, after the prosecut- 
Ing counsel had ‘stigmatized them 50 
bitterly and harshly were at one time 
the colleagues of the administration 
against which they have been found 
guilty of consplring—on their own 
‘admission to boot. Their melodramatic 
‘outbursts in condemnation of them- 
selves also defy assessment by for-

Death of Dr. Fenzel 

Onicial and foreign circles in Sion 
were greatly shocked to hear on 
August 14 of the sudden death of 
Dr. Fenzol, till recently the head of 
the Afforestation Bureau of the Na- 
onal Economic Commission in 
Shensi, He had been suffering trom 
melancholia and was taken to the 
Mission Hospital on the ‘Thursday. 

Dr. Fenzel, who was a German, 
had been in ‘Shenst for three years, 
‘and had rendered notable servieo in 
the development of the economic 
1ife of the people. A man of fine 
presence and character, he possessed 
wifls of mind ‘and heait ‘whieh won 
the respect of all and greatly ‘en 
deared him to his personal friends. 

‘The funeral service was held on 
August 15 at the leading Buddhist 
temple in the city, that of the Sleep- 
Ing Dragon, to which the body had 
been removed, “Rev, J. Watson, of 
the English Baptist Mission, conduct 
ced the service in English and teibut 
to Dr, Fenzel and his work were paid 
by the Provinelal Chairman, “Mr. 
Shao Li-tau, in. Chinese and by Dr. 
Yong, of the North Eastern University, 
in German, ‘There are nearly 
dozen German residents Jn the elty 
now and practically all were present, 
Ineluding Major-General Friese, th 
Military Adviser to Marshal Chang 
sueh-liang; and Dr. Herbort Wunsch, 
a newly arrived dentist. A large 
number of Chinese officials attended 
fo show respect to their foreign 
colleague, ‘They have arranged for 
interment in the grounds of the Re- 
yolution Park within the city, where 
1 suitable, monument is to be erected. 

Bullding tn Sian 

Building in Sian still continues at 
1 fait speed and anumber of foreign- 
style houses have been erected. The 
whole of the north-east section, the 
old Manchu city, has now been pro~ 
erly levelled and laid out and will 
Soon be built over. Prominent near 
the station is House of Detention 
for suspected Communists, which is 
to endeavour to turn them into good 
citizens, Well-planned and well-built 
is the general impression given by the 
new Girls’ Normal School, Over the 
main gateway Is the brightly colour- 
fed school badge, a Chinese bell with 
rays of light shooting from behind 
it. Many of the girls one sees to-day 
fare in striking contrast to those of 
but five years ago and mark the pro- 
gress that is being made towards the 
ideal of sunshine and music in daily 
living. 

"About the middle of July there was 
a reerudeseenee of banditry in the 
Wei valley. North of the river, for 
week ér more, there were battles 
between the local defence forces and 
robbers, while in the south bandits 
‘occupied Hsinfengehen, a market 

wa close to the railway, compelling 
the trains to so very slowly and after 
frequent Inspections of the track for 
Possible atlempls at wrecking. ‘The 
Fobbers seem to have been local 
farmers, not Red professionals; per- 
hhaps the poor harvest led them to 
think that they must lay-up some- 
thing for the winter, 

‘The summer has beet 
able, with some hot days 
fof breezes and scarcely 
less, perspiring night. 

‘On August 1, however, there was 
an earthquake.’ About 2 pam. there 
was a sound of rushing ‘wind and 
then a shaking of the whole house 
which lasted long enough 10 be 
alarming. After that there was a dry 
and dusty fortnight, with clouds and 
wind, but no rain, ‘The cotton on 
which Shensi depends so much 
slowered and dropped and is reported 
to be largely ruined. ‘The millet and 
corm were in danger too, till the 
middle of August brought hurrying 
clouds from the east and three days 
of soaking rain, which has saved 
‘much of the’ aultimn erops. 

“Low Flying "Planes" 

‘here is much Interest displayed 

here ip the Tellers in the “North- 
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China Daily News” about the low 
‘lying aeroplanes in Shanghai. ‘The 
same nuisance exists in Sian. The 
Dassenger ‘planes, as a rule, dly high 
and steadily, but some of the military, 
machines, particularly when. they 
seem to' te giving exhibitions or 
Joyrides, swoop down on the houses, 
‘mostly only one storey high, as if 
they were trying to Knock the 
off. The noise 1s deafening and the 
possibilities of accident many. The 
fecling is that there should be some 
Jaw of regulation in this regard, 
‘The summer schools this year have 
been successful. In July the ¥.ML.C.A. 
‘organized one ‘at the hot baths in 
Lintung which are now modernized 
‘and improved, and form an excellent 
place for a holiday. "The Workers’

Construction Commenced on 
Central Part of City

Harbin, Aug. 14. 
‘The Department of Municipal Con- 
struction” has commenced building 
the new central section of Greater 
Harbin which will occupy a large 
part of what is now called “Hospital 
‘Townlet,” and in which all the ad- 
ministrative and’ cultural establish 
ments of the municipality ‘will be 
jcentralised, The municipality will be 
housed in’ a huge building 
‘costing half a million dollars. A large 
building “will be erected for ‘the 
‘municipal museum. In front of these 
‘three huge buildings 2 large park 
willbe laid out, in the centre of 
which a monument to the memory 
jof two Japanese heroes, Oki and 
‘Yokogawa, will stand. This park ha 
‘already been fenced. in and hand- 
some gateways are being placed on 
ts four sides, 
‘A large plot of ground will be 
Jdevoted to a stadium, which will be 
‘the largest in this city and near it, 
will bea Japanese Shrine with two 
Japanese museums close by. To the 
west of "these 'budines a, large 
nursery garden for trees will be lal 
out, A number of other administra~ 
tive buildings and houses for munici- 
pal employees will also be erected. 
Thus, an entirely new Harbin will 
be seen, and the old town on the 
river bank will become a. business 
centro only. 
‘A wealthy Russian named Mein! 
off, residing in the suburb of Mochia-

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CANTON FINANCIAL ADJUSTMENT 


Note Issue Not Backed by Sufficient Silver: Huge 
Stabilization Loan to be Floated 


Kuling, Aug, 17. 

Efforts of the Central Government 
fn the readjustment of the financial 
situation in Kwangtung since the 
retirement of Gen, Chen Chi-tang 
were reviewed by a spokesman of 
the Ministry of Finance in an. inter- 
view with the Central News Agency. 

Investigations recently made by 
Ministry representatives, according to 
the spokesman, reveal that notes 
issued by the Kwanglung provincial 
bunk under the régime of Gen. Chen 
amounted to $250 million, of “which 
‘$80 million worth ‘were issued only 
last June and July following the 
Jounching of the Liang-Kwang seces- 
slon movement, 

‘Against this total worth of notes, 
the spokesman added, there was only 
a cash reserve of $107 million 
(Kwangtung small money) which was 
only about 43 per cent. of the actual 
Amount of notes Issued. 

Tn addition there was security 
reserve of $92 million worth of pro- 
vinelal bonds and treasury notes, 
which, however, ‘were hardly- worth, 
anything. Present exchange rates 
are $2.30 provineial .bonds to $1 
Kwangtung, ‘currency, 

In view of the chaotic currency 
situation in Kwangtung, the spokes- 
‘man sald, Dr. H. H. Kung, Minister 
of Finance, has sent Mr. Hsu Kan, 
‘Vice-minister of Finance, to accom= 
pany Mr, ‘T, L, Soong, ‘Kwangtung 
Finance Commissioner, to Canton to 
assist him in devising appropriate

‘Yesterday morning revealed streets 
loaded with debris consisting of 
masonry, shutters, signboards, trees, 
lumber and general wreckage, while 
‘the skeleton appearance of large 
pumber of motor cars, whose hoods 
hhad been torn off bodily by the wind, 
testified mutely to the flerceness of 
the gale, 

“Towards noon the wind abated and 
normal traffic was restored during the 
‘afternoon. The typhoon then headed 
away from the Colony.—Reuter.

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EXPORTS DECREASE IN MANCHOUKUO 


Unfavourable Trade Balance of 19 Million Yen: 
Population Still Increasing 


From Oun Own Conmrsroxoerr 


‘Mukden, Aug. 13. 

‘The Department of Finayee of 
‘Manchoukuo reports that the past 
month shows an unfavourable trade 
balance of nearly 19,000,000 yen. Ex- 
ports were slightly less than those of 
Suly, 1935, while imports incrensed 
by “Sver 3,600,000. ‘The import ox- 
‘cess for the first seven months of this 
‘year, Is about 19% millions. “Dairen, 
‘of course, carries practically all of 
the trade, with Newehwang ranking 
second in exports and Antung second 
in imports. 

‘Another announcement from the 
Department of Finance fixes the 
standard prices of minerol products, 
fon which the government taxes will 
be based for the six months period 
whieh ended June 80. These prices 
are stated to show a decrease, attest 
ing 10 the government's policy of 
promoting the exploitation of mineral 
Fesources, Coal costs are from $0.50 
fo $3 a ton Jess than last year, though 
‘the government figures of $4 to $7 
‘ton give no real indication of what 
the house-holder’s fuel bill will 
through the long Manchurian winter, 

"The Impending transfer of the 
railway department of the SMR. to 
‘Muleden wil entail a considerable in- 
crease in the number of houses for 
railway employees, and it is sald that 
500 ‘new residences will be added to 
the rapidly. growing Japanese resid- 
tential section, which extends from 
the old railway town southward to- 
ward the Hun River. 

Banait Activities 


‘The kaoliang, sometimes roferred to 
‘as the bandits’ favourite flower. is 
now {all enough to conceal whole 
army divisions. Reports of recent 
‘outrages by the bandits deseribe the 
‘outlaws as a “Combined” bond made 
Lup of the followers of several leaders. 
‘The First Army, with headquarters at 
Mukden, recentiy issued statistics for 
thelr July anti-bandit campaigns. Tt 
appears that they averaged one brush 
with the bandits for every twenty 
five and a half minutes, day and 
night, throughout the month: ‘Tho 
Josses reported by the Manchoukuo 
troops are considerably less than 
assigned to the bandits, and it is 
Interesting to. note that "Bandits, 
eaptured” are listed. From many of 
the reports this item is lacking. Re~ 
ports ‘issued in this district deal 
chiefly with the eastern border, near 
Where the unfortunate Father Burns 
Je just starting on his seventh month 
ot captivity, From near Antung, 
came a report of the most serious 
‘encounter, in which forty-three 
‘houses were burned, ‘many natives 
killed and a hundred residents kid- 
napped by‘ band of brigands who 
were sold to number 600. 

‘Tourists, who are particularly 
numerous in the bandit season, {re 
‘quently enquire as to the danger of 
travel through Manchuria, ‘They are 
assured that all of the main lines of 
travel are peculiarly s 

‘The ‘poptilation continues to in- 
crease, and Hsinking comes in for a 
large share. ‘The {otal population of 
that city Is about 275,000 and it is 
growing at the rate of more than 
000 a month. In the Japanese town 
there aro only 27,000 Chinese, and 
36,000 Japanese, wherens in all of the 
yemaining area now included under 
Greater sinking there are 180,000 
Chinese, nnd 20,000 Japanese. The 
residents of other nationalities are 
divided about evenly between tho 
two sections of the lly. Bullding 
proceeds apace, In July alone con- 
tracts for the construction of 196 
bulldings were signed, ‘This is 8! 
fewer than in July of last year, but 
since the boginning of the year 807 
new buildings have been erected at 
total cost of over 28,000,000 yon 
Which fs not quite 10 per cent. Tess 
than "the "sum spent in the corre- 
sponding period of 1995. 

New Companies Formed 


‘Together with the building con- 
ues the formation of new  com- 
‘panes, the most recent one being 
the Manchuria Aluminium Manufac- 
turing Co,, with 1 eapital of 28,000,000 
yen half paid up. ‘The shareholders 
inelude the Japanese aluminium ine 
terests, the Manchoukuo Government 
and the SMR. ‘The industrial pro~ 
gramme for ‘this latter, Japan's 
fnreatest undertaking, was announced 
about a month ago. Coal liquification 
is now under construction. ‘The Coal 
Mining Co., whose capital was to be 
Inereased from 16,000,000 to 40,000,000 
yen, has now decided on 100,000,000 
yen’ as the sultable fyure. Produc: 
ion of automotive equipment and 
lreraft materials, manufacture of 
staple fibre as a substitute for wool, 
development of additional “tight 
metal” enterprises and exploitation on 
‘an inereased seale of iron deposits 
are the cl’ef items of this program- 
me, Shvep-raising on an enlarged 
seale with improved breeds, which it 
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Is plauned to bring up to 150,000,000 
head, is to be paralleled by large scale 
‘experiments in mechanized farming. 
Over a million acres in North Man- 
churia have beon set aside for these 
experiments. President ¥. Matsuoka 
‘has sponsored the ereation of theso 
sigantie experimental farms, with the 
{ull support of the Manchoukuo Gov- 
ernment, ‘Two Japanese experts. 
managers of the “famous Ushijima 
farms in the United States, and the 
proprictor of an extensive farm near 
the Korean border have been invited 
by the government to advise tho 
‘company on the management of these 
‘experimental farms, where special 
chareoal-burning tractors are to be 
used. 

‘Meanwhile, the company is pro- 
‘moting a plan to Invite 5,000,000 
Japanese houscholds to take up per-

‘At the Close of a discussion of the 
Proposed parking regulations that 
day, representatives “of the elub 
hhanded ‘the Seeretary-General “and 
the Secretary of the Council. 3 
lengthy aide memoire presenting 
their views. A’ general ‘discussion 
followed the statement of the chair 
‘man of the elub, at the close of which 
the’ Couneil stated that “the various 
points raised would be considered 
and a communleation would be 
‘Addressed to the club on the matter 
in due course, 

‘The aide memoire ran as follows 

‘With regard to the correspondence 
whieh has been exchanged between 
the Secretary of the Counell and the 
committee of the Automobile Club of 
China ‘on the subject of ‘the new 
parking regulations, the committee 
of the club deelded’ to approach the 
Council with a request that they be 
permitted to send. a delegation to 
meet the Secrelary “of the Council 
for the purpose of explaining their 
views in detail, thus avoiding. the 
olay which occurs as the result of 
prolonged correspondence, ‘This, 
‘course was particularly desirable in 
view of the ‘urgency of the matter, 
‘The committoe of the club” have 
equested us to thank the Counell for 
ranting permission for the interview 
and it is now desired to put forward 
the following salient "features on 
Which the club's objections to the new 
regulations are. based: 











Figures Unchallenged 

In the course of the correspond- 
cence the elub pointed” out that, as 
the result of personal Investigation 
by club officials, approximately $40 
‘cars would bo deprived of the park- 
ing facllitios they now have, "The 
reply of the Secretary of the SMC. 
dogs not challenge the gure stated 
andl we, therefore, take it as accepted. 
On the other hind, the ‘Secretary's 
etter docs not give any satisfactory 
reply as to where the sald 540 cars 
can be parked. ‘To say there will 
‘be room fs not suMclent and we 
would be glad if details ‘can be 
provided as to whore these cars can 
be accommodated. Should such de- 
falls not be fortheoming, the com- 
mittee of the elub ean only consider 
that in drawing up the proposed new 
yogulations the Council had it in 
mind that the spaces reserved for 
walting cars under the new rogila- 
tions will, in actual fact, be used very 
largely for parking cars whose exist~ 
ing parking facilities are being done 
away with. ‘This means that these 
cars after a 60-minute wait in one 
authorized place will have to rove. 
Consequently, there will be a con- 
stant move of ears from one block to 
another and ‘this will take place 
throughout the busiest time of the 
day Inthe business section of the 
city. 

‘Molor-ear owners employing chaut- 
feurs will thus not be greatly. in- 
¢onvenienced. Tho owner-dtiver, 
however, who is unable to dash out 
of his office every 60 minutes (0 find 
fa fresh parking space for his car, 
desires to know how he is going to 
nd It possible to park his ear at all 
in compliance with the proposed new 
regulations, 

Tt has not been stated by the 
Council, in conneetion with the spaces 
allotied’ for temporary waiting cars, 
how far a vehicle would have to be 
moved to comply, with the hourly 
time limit, According to the present 
rogulations there 1s nothing to pre- 
vent a ear waiting one hour opposite 
Whiteaway,’ Laidlaw & Co,, another 
hour opposite Kelly & Walsh and a 
further hour opposite Moutries. "AS 
far as the committee of the Automo- 
bile Club can see, the continual 
‘movement which must eventuato, if 
the proposed selieme is made offec- 
tivo, will resolve itself into something 
very much in the nature of a game 
of musieal chatr 


No Advantage Seon 

‘The majority of parking places 
which it is proposed to discontinue 
have been turned Into temporary 
waiting places. ‘These temporary 
walling spaces will be occupied by 
motor ears during the whole of the 
business hours of the day, the’ only 
difference from present. ‘condition: 
‘being that instead of one car parkl 
for three hours in one place, there 
‘will be three different motor vehicles 

















parked in the same space. The com- 
mittee of the Automobile Club of 
China fail to see what advantage this 
would be to trae control. The

Accord 
ing to the article, Kuhlman are ‘not 
AL present selling’ these particular 
produets in the. market, ‘Kuhlman 
based their protest on prior registra 
tion of the mark in. the Chemicals 
Group of Class 1. "If this judgment 
{3 upheld, the right of exclusive user 
will” in future be deemed to extend 
only to the “merchandise” specified 
fon the certificate of registration, 
Owing to a recent change of proce- 
dure, when an applicant applies for 
registration of a mark covering, say, 
chemicals, he is now required to 
stale which chemicals he sells under 
‘that particular mark, and apparently 
will reecive protection only in respect 
of those particular chemicals.

“I think it was the most interesting 
Jexhibition of international eo-opera- 
tion in the world,” said Dr. Hubert 
[Slouka, leader of the Czechoslovakian 
Eclipse Expedition which travelled 
out to Japan this year in order to 
Jeonduet a series of observations on 
the eclipse of the sun on June 19. 
Dr. Slouka, in an interview on Aug. 
20'with the "“North-China Herald,” 
was retgrring to the international 
congress of astronomers in Paris, 
last. year, when arrangements were 
made for the various. expedi~ 
tions in different parts of the world 
to carry out certain specific tasks. 

‘The Czechoslovakian expedition, 
Jcomposed of Messrs. Slouks, Kopal, 
Huyer, and Jaschek, together with 
two Japanese expeditions, established 
self ata point at the extreme 
north-western part of Hokkaido. The 
British expedition, under Professor 
r. J, Stratton, established ilsclt at 
the Hlorth-eastern corner of the same 
fsland. Strangely enough, said Dr. 
[Slouka, whereas, with the’ exception 
of one large cloud which kept out 
of the way, the Czechoslovakian and 
JJapanese parties had really good 
‘weather, the British expedition re- 
ported partial failure, due to a very 
Jeloudy sky. 

‘The Czechoslovakian _expedition’s 
ask ‘was mainly photographic, and 
some excellent pictures were taken 
lof the eclipse, of the corona, and of 
the prominences. In addition to some 
infra-red photographs, a colour cine- 
matograph film was also made, and 
this has been forwarded to the spe~ 
cial laboratories of the Eastman 
Kodak Company in Rochester, U.S.A.

SAILORS’ ROOF TOP 
ACTIVITIES 


Japanese Bugler Popular with 
Those Next Door 


Shanghai, Aug. 19, 


‘The roof of the Taiwan Bank 
Building, next door to the “North~ 
China Daily News" building, has been. 
the scene of the most. mysterious 
goings-on during the past few days, 
‘These activities commenced with two 
Japanese blucjackets stationing them~ 
selves there on a sunny morning at 
the beginning of this week, and 
spending a few happy hours lagwag- 
ging at the Tézumo, the Japanese 
flagship. While one’ bluejacket “did 
the flag-wagging, the other kept a 
close watch on the battleship through 
telescope, ‘Alling in his’ time by: 
Jotting down the messages received 
in reply, During the thunderstorm 
‘on Monday evening, it. was observed 
that the bluejackels had erected a 
tent in which to continue thelr ex- 
ferelses, and figures could dimly be 
observed moving to and fro inside, 
while the lightning Mashed vividly 
overhead. 

‘Yesterday morning the climax to 
the situation, fortunately not an in- 
ternational one this time, was reached 
when the bluejackets were seen to 
have been replaced by a small group 
of marines. This would have oc- 
asioned no alarm by itself, but the 
disturbing feature of the case was 
that one of the marines had brought 
up a bugle. As the editorial offices

LESTER HOSPITAL’ 
INCREASED WORK 


(Summer Brings Big Number 
of Patients 





‘The statistics of the Lester Chi- 
nese Hospital for July indicate that 
hospital work has increased. very 
much during the summer inonths 
Whieh is the hospital's usual experl- 
fence at this time of the year. ‘The 
umber of out-patient visits and ine 
patient bed-days shows an increase 
fof more than 10 per cent, over the 


figures for the previous month, 
while the number of emergency 
operations has also increased by 


‘about 20 per cent. ‘The slatistics for 
the month show that there have 
been 17,177 out-patient visits, white 
new in-patient admissions toial 985, 
‘The average number of persons fed 
per day was 450, ‘The number of 
Sulelde eases among men dealt with 
during the month was 87, and among 
women, 62, 396 emergency operations 
were performed, 

‘The Shanghai Municipal Police 
brought in 470 cases to the hospital 
during the’month, white the French 
‘Municipal Pollee brought in 72 cases. 
Births at the hospital during the 
month totalled 20. 

One distressing feature was the 
very heavy inerease in the number 
‘of attempted suicide cases among 
women, the figures for July being 
62 as against 48 for June, showing 
fan increase of 25 per cent. The 
favourite method adopted was taking 
opium, which at present can be 
obtained easily and cheaply in 
Shanghal. Of the 2 cases brought 
in, however, only 12 proved. fatal, 
1t'is now possible to buy suMeient 
opium for "50 cents to kill the 
average person, and the hospital 
expresses the hope that the authori 
ties will” redouble their efforts to 
make it more and more diMeult for 
the public to obtain supplies 

One especially sad ‘ease brought 
to the hospital during the month 
was that of a young man of 20, 0 
native of Nanking, who had to have 
both © arms and” legs amputated 
through T.B, Infection. ‘The opera~ 
Yions, as far as ean be ascertained, 
hhave’ been successful and the hos 
pital is hoping to supply him with 
artificial arms, so that he will be 
enabled to earn a living after being 
Gischarged. “These artifical limbs will 
be supplied free of charge, thanks 
to a large donation which ‘was given 
to the hospital for this specific 
purpose some years ago by a. well 
Known British resident, who wishes 
to remain anonymous,

Chitral Escorted by British 
Destroyer

A CAMPAIGN FOR WORLD PEACE 


International Organization’s Representative in China: 
National Committees of 40 Countries 


If the plans of Mr. William E. 
Dodd, Junior, son of the American 
Ambassador in Berlin mature, China 
will shortly be afliated with th 
International Peace Campaign, a 
world peace movement that was 
begun by Viscount Robert Cecil in 
England last year and has extended 
rapidly all’ over the globe. In an 
Interview with the" "North-China 
Herald” on August 17, Mr. Dodd 
sald that matters were’ progressing 
favourably in China and’ he hoped 
‘that a national committee might soon 
come into being. 

‘Thousands of leaflets, printed in 
both English and Chinese, are being 
sent all over the country, he said, 
setting out the four principles of the 
‘campaign ond soliciting support. 
Evidence of this support’ is already 
fortheoming, and various. peace 
‘organizations, including the YMLC.A. 
‘and the National Christian Council 
im Nanking, have pledged themselves 
to do all they can. ‘The four prin- 
ciples are: sanctity of treaty obliga- 
tons; limitation and ‘reduction of 
armaments and the abolition of 
Drofit from arms manufacture: 
strengthening of the League 
Nations and the principle of 
collective and mutual assistance 
‘against aggression; and the creation 
within the framework of the League 
‘of Nations of a permanent” com- 
‘mittee or commission to alleviate ond 
‘abolish international situations and 
tensions which result in war. 

‘Questioned regarding the sanctity 
of ‘treaty obligations and its local 
‘application, Mr. Dodd " said:—"China 
an, of course, reserve the right to 
revise-the unequal treaties." Dis 
cussing the various principles, he 
sald that the League of Nations must 
be strengthened, so that it could 
become an active advocate for peace. 
In the ease of war breaking out 
between two countries, the League 
had to be n'a position to bring 
Public opinion and pressure to bear 
upon the belligerent nation and by 
various methods, such as the univer 
‘sal application of a strong sanctionist 
policy, foreo it to seck redress by 
‘means other than war. 


Strengthening the League 
Recent events, he admitted, have 
not shown the Teague to be in a very 
favourable position to enforce 
sanctions. ‘The International . Peace 
Campaign, with ite headquarters in 
Geneva would, he felt, do much to 
strengthen the League, as it would 
represent the national committees 
whieh in turn represented, or would 
represent, when the organization was 
complete, the bulk of public opiniun 
in over forty countries, 

Included in this League-strength- 
ening policy ‘were also plans for an 
International Police Force, but noth- 
ing definite had or cculd be done in 
this connection yet. So far, the 
activities of the "Peace Campaign 
hhave been of a preparatory nature 
for the Congress which is to be held 
in Brussels from September 3 to 6. 
Tis most important achievements 50 
far have been in the line of mass 


























meetings and public demonstrations, 


On June 12, for instance, he said, 
25,000 people met at the Stade Buffalo 
‘in Paris to cheer the speakers of the 
International executive committee of 
the campaign and to express thelr 
acceptance of the programme. 


Conference in Brussels 

Mtr. Dodd, who has come here

ST. AUBIN NOW IN 
DRYDOCK 


‘Lug Refloated in Record Time 
of 49 Days 


Forty-nine days after being rammed 
and sunk by the Chinese cadet ship 
Ping An opposite the Shanghai & 
Hongkew Wharf Company's Pootung 
‘wharves, the tug St. Aubin on Aug. 22 
was dry-dock in the Shanghai Dock- 
yords. Mr. J. K. Bayford, of the 
Eastern ‘Salve 

undertook to raise the tug, was 41 
ays ahead of Ils contract, inasmuch 
as he had been given three months 
in which to accomplish this part of 
the work. 


‘On the former occasion when the 
St. Aubin sank to the bottom of the 
Whangpoo, “the salvage operations 
took a total of six months and seven- 
teen days. On that job, the tug 
‘was brought to the surfare by having 
patch placed over the hull, and 
the water pumped out with the mud 
that had aceumulated, whereupon she 
floated high enough to be towed to, 
dock. 

This time, however, cables were 
slung’ under the hull attached to 
three special lighters alongside. With 
the full moon and the corresponding 
extra high tides, it was found 
possible to lift her clear of the 
Dotto with her weight held by the 
lighters. She was then towed across: 
the river where she remained for 
26 days before being put into dock. 

Her hull was patched during this 
period, and the water pumped out, 
‘She rose then of her own accord and. 
was then towed Into the dock, 


An examination of the bull showed 
that the gash made by the collision 
was comparatively small, From this 
frst brief examination it is believed 
that ‘she can be recommissioned 
without great diMeulty. Her engines 
fare still in good order.

MENACE TO CHINA’S 
PROSPERITY 


‘Trachoma Widespread Among 
Inhabitants 


‘That the dread disease of trachoma, 
very prevalent among the population 
of China, was a serious menace to the 
development and prosperity of the 
country was stressed by Mr, Elbert 
Chung, speaking on. “Opthalmology” 
before members of the » Shanghai 
Rotary Club at their weekly meeting, 
held ‘on: Aug. 20 at the Metropole 
Hotel. ‘The disease was a common 
fone, said Mr. Chung, and occurred in 
people of all ages, affecting both eyes. 
Disastrous complications sometimes 
followed, and the disoase was res 
ponsible for many cases of total bind 
ness. It was known all over the 
world, but was very unequally dis 
tributed. In certain countries, it was 
very rare, but in all the countries 
bordering the Mediterranean sea it 
was extremely common, and in Rus- 
sia as many as 50'per’ cent, of the 
population were, affected, “Known 
fas “bleary eyes," the» disease had 
been known in Russia for 3,400 yoars, 
It was even regarded as evidence of 
nationality among certain peoples. 
“About 25 per cent. of the population 
of China were affected, and clinical 
tests had shown as high a percentage 
Gs 38 to 40. Altogether there were 
100,000,000 persons suffering from the 
disease in this country, ‘The human 
misery and economic loss which it 
eceasioned made it a problem of 
great magnitude, to China in part 
feular, It was one of the greatest 
obstacles to the advance. of the 
Chinese nation. So far, nothing had 
been proved as to the cause of the 
disease. “Most coolies in. Shanghat 
were affected by it and it could be 
caught merely by handling “coppers. 
In schools, barracks, ete, the problem 
of its prevention was avery dificult 
one. Mr. Chung suggested the for- 
‘mation of a Society for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness ” in ‘China as &

“Flying Squad” Sprays 
Mosquito Ponds 
Malaria has inereased in the Settle- 


ment and. outside-roads areas in 
Feeent weeks to such an extent that 


special measures to combat the 
disease have been adopted by the 
SMC, Health Department, it was 


Tearned on Aug. 20, A campaign using 
a “flying squad” to destroy the 
Tarvae of the malarla-carrying mos- 
quito (Anopheles) where found in 
stagnant water in the Settlement, is 
now in full swing, a newly introduced 
powerful larvacide being used. At the 
‘same time residents of the oullying 
districts where stagnant water abunds, 
‘and persons making trips to the Chi 
nese countryside, are warned to be 
careful to avold ‘mosquito bites. ‘The 
bite of the common mosquito (Colex), 
of course, is harmless although it 
may cause considerable ineonveni- 
ence, and the Health Department of 
necessity cannot undertake a cam- 
paign to eradicate this common pest. 


In dealing with anopheline larvae, 
however, the Department is sparing 
no effort, and since the “flying squad” 
‘was instituted early this month much 
valuable work has been accomplished, 
‘The value of the squad is that it 
optrates with vastly increased speed 
‘and efficiency and that therefore as 
much can be achieved now in a day 
as heretofore in a week. It is next 
in effectiveness to the use of acro- 
planes for spraying stagnant water. 


Outlying Danger Areas 


Dr, J. H, Jordan, Commissioner of 
Public’ Health, when interviewed 
‘about the problem yesterday, 
plained that the increase in the 
Settlement’s malaria figures. was 
largely due to eases contracted out- 
side the Settlement proper. Where 
people live on distant Municipal 
Fonds abutting flelds traversed by 
erecks and dotted with ponds, the 
danger naturally is heightened. Even 
Jn the Settlement proper there are 
250 mow of standing water, and the 
Health Department has its hands 
full treating the places where the 
dread larvae are found. Tt would 
‘require 200,000 gallons of Iarvacide to 
spray all the stagnant water and 
thus reduce mosquitoes in general, 
but the Council naturally. could not 
attempt such a gigantic undertaking. 
‘The anti-malaria squad operates 
from the Disinfection Station In 
Range Road. , The personnel consists 
of a foreigner, in charge, and nine 
Chinese, ‘They’ “turn out in a fast 
van” When a laboratory. test shows 
that a certain locality” is infested 
with malarial mosquitoes. The power 
Tul larvacide Is blown out by motor 
through three hoses simultaneously, 
ind_-every suspicious spot in the 
immediate neighbourhood is sprayed. 
As the work progresses, Dr, Jordan 
hopes to enlist the co-operation of 
all the other health authorities in 
the Shanghai area in a concerted 
‘campaign against malaria during the 
Femainder of the mosquito season. 











96 Cases Last Month 


‘There were 96 malaria notifieations 
in the Settlement (including outside 
roads) last month, as compared with 
GO in July, 1095. ‘OF the 96, sixteen 
were foreign cases, including several 
Japanese, July of last yoar had 
Tourteen’ foreign cases, likewise in- 
eluding Japanese.

“pirst Line of Defence” 


It Is the Settlement’s first line of 
defence against the dangerous malarial’ 
mosquito, 

Every morning at 6 o'clock it tums 
out from the Disinfection Station in 
Range Road and before the day's 
work Is over, 600 gallons of powerful 
larvicide have been spread over the 
danger areas within the. Settlement 
‘and along the outside Municipal roads. 

‘On August 1 the Health Depart- 
ment started using this highly efficient 
mechanical sprayer to destroy the 
larvae of the Anopheles mosquito on 
‘4 Iarge seale whenever and wherever 
found, ‘The larvicide is produced 
daily ‘at the Disinfection Station and 
within an hour of its application to a 
certain spot all the larvae present are 
‘dead. Not one has the slightest chaneo 
of developing into a. full-fledged 
mosquito capable of carrying the 
malaria germ. ‘The treatment is ro- 
peated once week throughout the 
mosquito season, 

‘The mechanical sprayer, whieh was 
constructed specially for’ the Health 
Department, is operated by a gasoline 
engine and covers an area of ap- 
proximately 120,000 ‘square feet daily,

Need for German Expansion

“Nontu-Ciixa Dany News” 

si reply te Mr, Cuaauss R. 
‘Suaw's most excellent letter of yes- 
terday in which amongst other in 
quiries he asks if any kind friend oF 
correspondent can tell what benefits 
will be derived from the present war 
now looming throughout the world.

‘The whole question 
and conditions of peace in Europe 
rests with Gormany and it is clearly 
0 that Germany's most urgent need 
is expansion and this can only be 
‘becomplished by freedom. 

T believe Germany is sincere in a 
desire to have peace but force 
‘majeure will make its own decision. 

‘The British Empire ig sincere in 
its great desire and past endeavours 
for peace, but if its back has to be 
foreed against the wall what then? 
The true position of the British 
Government is that its hands are full 
by taking ‘on so much police work 
throughout the world, which it has 
been continuously doing for the past 
Atty years or even much longer. Our 
Ae United Kingdom, or rather our 
little England. Wales’ and Scotland, 
has to-day to face enormous odds in 
the matter ,of defence, ‘ard with a 
somewhat unfriendly Treland on one 
flank and the re-fortifed and vulner~ 
‘able base of Heligoland on the other 
flank, the newly-created position is 
plain that they presently tie between 
“the devil and the deep sea.” Some- 
thing may eventually happen to 
alleviate this situation: we still have 
good men as leaders if they will only:

A Step to Abolition

Communist Responsibility 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Cutwa Dany News’ 

Sim—I would not venture to pro- 
phesy whether there will or will not 
be a new world war, yet explanation 
‘may be found to the question, why 
newspapers, and especially ‘news 
agencies, are daily talking about the 
war, * 

‘A few years ajjo news agencies and 
the press all over | the world gave 
undue publicity to the court trial of 
the criminals in U.S., Sacco and 
Vincetti. Later on, however, we 
hhave learned from the proceedings of 
‘the Communistie Congress in Moscow, 





that the Bolsheviks at that Congress 
boasted how successfully they had 
carried out throughout the world a 
press campaign in favourvot thelr two 
comrades Saeco and Vineet. 

‘Thus we must udmit that the Inter- 
nationale had some good reasons to 
believe that the entire world press-~ 
oF at Teast the great majority of it— 
is under its influence and is working 
for attainment of Its ends. 

‘We have yet another fact. At the 
sixth congress of the same Inter- 
nationale held in Moscow in 1928, the 
Communist Bukharin stated the fol- 
Towing: 

‘We must accustom minds of readers 
to the inevitability of the next world 
War. ‘Each Incident, that may ‘arise 
Detiieen any two countries, should be 
explained and. commented from. the| 
military. point of view in both of 
these countries pointing out the agres- 
sivenese of one against another. 
‘The above decision was adopted in 

1928, but strangely enough since that. 
lime the press, and especially the 
news agencies, as if obeying some 
invisible conductor, began, when dis- 
cussing political, financial. and 
economic matters of various countries, 
to accompany them with an invariable 
refrain—inevitabllity' of the. second 
world war. And this at a time, when 
the majority of responsible statesmen 
In all countries sincerely. desire peace 
and take desperate efforts to preserve 


it the 
Communist Internationale propagates 
the next world war, then it desires it 
‘and it will be fought for the realiza- 
tion of its own alms, that is the 
enslavement of all peoples to the 
Internationale, that small minority, 
personified now in the present rulers 
in Russia and supported by the inter~ 
national bankers. 

Of course, my explanation does not 
cover all doubts, expressed by Mr. 
Shaw in his correspondence. I ad- 
mit also the existence of some wide 
dlserepancy between the Communistic 
denials of the capitalistic system on 
the one hand, and the aid always 
given by the same cursed capitalists 
tnd finanelers to Communism. ‘There- 
fore, to all those, who would like to 
have an exhaustive reply to their 
doubts, I would recommend to de- 
vote some time to the study of 
Bolshevism. It is the more neces- 
sary that the crisis, we have to admit 
that, is fast approaching. ‘The bloody 
events we are witnessing now. in 
‘Spain are bound to repeat themselves 
im other countries and in some of 
them probably in a very near future. 

For those interested I would like 
to recommend: "The Cause of the 
World Unrest” by Mrs, Nesta 
Webster:"Les origines secretes du 
Bolchevism” by Salluste (the most. 
exhaustive and authoritative exposi- 
tlon of Bolshevism: “Are these things

Price Variations 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Citxa Dany News" 

Si—Every now and again I see 
a schedule of prices printed in your 
esteemed journal stating the maxi- 
mum prices for various foods. of- 
fered for sale in the local Hongkew 
Market. These prices are certainly 
a great help to the average house 
wife. In these days of depression 
when many foreign women are out- 
ling out large purchases from the 
compradore shops and attending to 
their own marketing in order to buy 
fat reasonable prices. it would be 
great help if the stall-holders in 
the market were compelled by. the 
Counelt Market - Inspector 
price tags showing the exact pri 
which they were prepared. to sell 
‘at ‘The schedule of prices as given 
in your newspaper is very useful ‘as 
rough guide but upon visiting the 
market I often find that the prices 
asked vary considerably with those 
shown in your schedule. In some 
eases small money being asked and 
‘other cases large money. 

Markets in most other cities where 
Europeans and Americans trade, in- 
dicate the prices of their commodi- 
tes by means of a small price tag, 
‘This is one way to ensure legitimate 
trading and will give satisfaction to 
both buyer and seller, I have seen 
cases of comparatively “green” house- 
wives being thoroughly “soaked” by 
the varlous stall holders. ‘This could 
jbo prevented if my suggestion is 
Drought into operation, 

Bearing in mind that all markets 
in the Settlement are wnder muntel- 
pal control, I cannot see why this 
method of ‘extortion is tolerated. Tt 
would be a very simple matter for 
the market inspectors to supervise 
the correct tagging of the various 
commodities and if this were only 
enforeed it would result In more 
people visiting the markets, buying 
thelr provisions and foods there, 
which would indirectly result in a 
further Increase in turnover for the

STUDENTS BLOCK ROAD 
An Extraordinary Incident

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GOLD CURRENCY 
Dr. Bloch’s Rejoinder 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonrit-Cinwa Dany News” 

‘Sim—Mr. C. S. Chen in to-day's 
fssue discusses my talk about “China’s 
Currency and the Future ‘Trend of 
Gold.” ‘There have been certain mis~ 
‘quotations In your report on what I 
said, andon such misquotations, Mr, 
Chen's eriticism is based. Therefore, 
Tam very glad to have the oppor- 
tunity to correct some of those mis- 
‘quotations. I explained that Alex- 
ander the Great, through his disper- 
Sion of the Persian gold chest, caused 
‘a. world-wide depreciation of gold, 
‘and T explained that the introduction 
of a Chinese gold currency by the 
Shi Huang Ti probably was the result 
‘of this change in the price of gold. 
So, China introduced a gold currency, 
because gold was cheap. I am sure, 
‘Mr. Chen will agree this was a logical 
conclusion, no other reasoning has 
bbeen presented by me. 

‘As to the present, I set forth that 
China's currency was reformed, just 
‘ata time when silver was compara- 
tively dear, ie. in terms of inter~ 
national currencies, compared with 
say 5 years ago. i further pointed 
out that British gold and currency 
policy necessarily must result In a 
ise of commodity prices, i.e, into a 
fall of the value of gold, in terms of 
commodities. Such a ‘depreciation 
‘of xold, I added, should faciiitate the 
acceptance of | a gold exchange 
standard by China in due course of 
ime, Le, after the return of Britain 
to'a yold standard, which event, in 
my. opinion, informally has taken 
place already, 

‘According to this reasoning, I do 
not subseribe to Mr, Chen's opinion 
thot “gold 1s already demonetized.” 
As a matter of fact, the gold stocks 
held by Central Banks and Govern- 
ments have never been as huge, as 
they are at present, and there is 
ttle doubt that such reserves are 
considered to be an integral part of 
the general preparedness for war or 
“national defence” which is now 
‘generally the central object of go 
ernment policies all over the world. 

‘Therefore, in case of war, large 
amounts of gold would be offered for 
commodities, and thus the falling 
trend of the value of gold would be 
accentuated, 

When I was asked what the Chinese 
Government would do, if the price of 
silver rose, and smuggling of silver 
became rampant, oreo more, 
answered that 1" did not think it 
would be advisable for the govern- 
ment to raise the exchange value of 
the national curreney, in order to 
combat smuggling, us was suggested, 
bbut to keep the currency on its pre- 
sent level. "Since T am not informed 
of the exact contents of the Sino- 
American "silver agreement os 
negotiated by Mr. K. P. Chen, 1 do 
not know to what extent the Chinese 
government is free to sell sliver in 
the open market, as advised by Mr. 
Chen, 

T appreciate very much Mr. Chen's 
kind reservation, in the last paragraph 
of his leiter, and T hope to have con- 
vineed him, at least, that some of the 
iMogieal unreasoning ascribed to me

‘TRACHOMA IN CHINA 
Possibility of Prevention 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonmi-Cnina Darty News" 

Sin.—The fact that one of the worst 
pestilenees of China has been the 
topic of a discussion among a large 
circle of non-professional people can- 
not be weleomed warmly enough. 
Everyone will’ be thankful to the 
Rotary Club of Shanghai for throw- 
ing some light oa the terrible and in- 

a (better known here 
‘Chinese pink-cye") by 

‘speech. But will not 
be peasibio in pursuanee of sucha 
discussion in publie—which T may’ be 
permitted to define as an admonition 
to the publie—to get some practical 
conclusions for the suffering’ popula- 
ton's. benent? 

‘It 26 per cent. of the population of 
China are sald to be affected by 
trachoma (an amount which, accord- 
ing to my own experience rather 
seems to be under-rated, but not at 
‘all exaggerated), we all have to 
ponder over what ean be done to 
‘annihilate such a danger, deleterious 
from the hygienic point’ of view as 
‘well 26 from the social. And we lay 
stress upon such thoughts even mor 
when considering that Europe,  af- 
fected by trachoma thoroughly just a 
hundred years ago, has been freed 
from this grave danger entirely, af 
least In ils western and” northern 
parts, and considerably improved in 
practically every country of the con- 
nent. 

‘Withour discussing medical details, 
I miay assert that even without 
spending a lot of - money it will be 














large town like Shanghai offers the 
best chances for this struggle. If 
there are established vans, similar to 
those for vaccination-purposes, pro- 
vided with medicines sntitracho~ 
matous, which will pass through all 
district of the town systematically, 
‘and which will provide the disease- 
stricken population with gratuitous 
treatment, a great many of them will 
bbe improved very quickly, and a com- 
plete restitution after a longer period 
fan be assured very often also. ‘There 
is need for nothing else but: Propa~ 
sanda-leaflets (according to those for 
Vaccination), two or three well 
Tarses for overy van; and iat bat 
not least a specialized physician; the 
Tatter (doubtless there ‘will be phy- 
sieians who like to work honorarily 
for such a good work) may perform 
controlling-visits only every (wo or 
three weeks for discovering patients 
due for the treatment, and the therapy 
‘may be done, according to his advice, 
by the nurses only. ‘Thereby, every 
single treatment’ can be given so 
eheaply, that is casts will be cal- 
culated by coppers rather than 
cents ‘(medicines when | bought 
Wholesale, are very cheap for the 
whole treatment). 

‘Technical details of such kind of 

general and public treatment cannot 
be given here to-day, but I remem- 
ber that Hungary and Russia have 
established such Kind of medical 
Supervision ‘some years agu, and, 
‘according to their reports, with great 
sucess.

Mr. Sung ‘further 
slated that the organization of the 
Games had made a great Impression 
fon them all, paying glowing tribute 
to the Germans native talent for 
organization and to the hospitality 
shown by all foreigners 

Asked when the team was leaving

Chinese P. C. Assaulted 
SMP. B. SAPURAN SINGH AND AMER SENGIE 
‘Before Mr. C. H. Halnes, Registrar 
(Prison ‘Terms Inflcted) 

‘A commotion was caused in HM 
Police Court on Aug. 20 when a case 
for alleged assault was being heard 
before Mr. C. H. Haines, Registrar. 
An Indian by the name of Tek Singh, 
who was standing at the back of the 
‘court listening to the case, suddenly 
jumped up, and shouted out protest- 
ingly at the top of his voice, 

He was, it is understood, complain- 
fing that "the witness, a rickshaw 
coolie, had stated that all the Chi- 
nese community in Shanghai referred 
to the Indians as “red-headed devils.” 
Both the rickshaw coolle and. the 
police interpreter, however, strongly 
‘denied that ony such statement had 
been made, while Inspector A. G. 
‘Toun, who was in court at tho time, 
also ‘sald that the rickshaw coolie 
had made no such statement. Tek 
Singh was immediately selzed by a 
foreign police officer, and was placed 
under arrest by order of the Registrar. 
Afler sentence had beon passed on 
the two defendants in the case, the 
‘creator of the disturbanco was placed. 
in the dock, and ordered to be 
bound over on a personal recogniz~ 
‘ance of $100, and one surety of $100. 

‘The first defendant in the case w: 
‘Sapuran Singh, charged with assault- 
ing Tsew Shien-fong, C-P.C, Number 
103, at 520 am. onthe llth of this 
month at Edinburgh Road, causing 
tho policeman to sustain a bruised 
hose and a black eye. The sceond 
‘defendant, Ajmer Singh, was charged, 
with assaulting Tsang Zeu-kuo, C.P.C. 
Number 3333, at the same time and 
place. At the commencement of the 
‘hearing, both defendants applied for 
jan adjournment in order to engage 
a lawyer, but this request was 
refused, 

Similar evidence was given by both 
of the witnesses for the prosecution. 
CPC. Number 103 said that he was 
‘on duty with the other C.P.C. at the 
time of the occurrence on Kinnear 
Road, when, they were near Edin- 
burgh Road, He observed two Indians 
in Edinburgh Road, one of whom 
was riding a bieycle along the pave- 
ment. The other CPC. told’ this 
Indian that riding on the pavement 
was not allowed, whereupon he re- 
plied that he was also an employee 
of the SAC, and knew the regula 
tions. 

One of the Indians then crossed 
over to the other side of the toad, 
and the other continued to ride on 

















the pavement. ‘The CPC. warned 
him that he.would be taken to the 
police station if he went on doing 
this, and finally requested him to 
Jcome to the police station. The Indian 
refused to go, pushing ‘his bicycle 
Jagainst the C-P.C., and then striking| 
him. 

Witness went to the assistance of 
the C.P.C., and the second Indian 
then caught hold of him. Witness 
got to a telephone box, and called up| 
the police station, and meanwhile 
‘the other policeman was assaulted by 
both of the Indians. At that moment, 
‘2 Chinese who was passing by, seeing 
the assault, came to the assistance of 
the CPC, and a car later arrived 
from the ‘police station, 

The first defendant was sentenced 
to one month's imprisonment with 
hard labour, while the second defend- 
ant was sentenced to two months 
imprisonment with hard labour,

‘Sadhu Singh for an alleged assault 
fon the night of July 2. Mr. Haines 
sald that members of the Indian 
‘community came into court without 
the slightest regard for the truth, 
and the difficulty was to find among. 
these men what litte bit of truth 
there was, He had been over all 
the evidence in this case very carc~ 
fully, and had come to the eonelusion 
that ‘the best story was most likely 
fo be the true one. ‘There were 
various facts which stood out, and 
fone was that Bishan Singh had 
injury at all, Bishan Singh's wife 
‘could not recognize the man who 
knocked on the door on the night| 
of the alloyed assault, and could 
not recognize the defendant in court, 
He would rather believe the evidence 
of Santa Singh, except for one detail. 

He thought the whole of the story 
of Bishan Singh was fabricated, and 
he found the defendant not guilty 
‘of the charge. 

Evidence was given carlier by the 
last witness in the case, by Santa 
Singh, who sald that he went to 
‘complainant's house on July 2 10 
purehase some flour. He also testl- 
fled to having visited Sadhu Singh's 
house on January 1 this year, and 
after ten or fifteen minutes Bishan 
‘Singh arrived there, and Sadhu Singh 
ent him $100, ‘The two had been 
Jdriends, fhe said, before this case 
‘arose. 

Witness also stated in evidence that, 
he had been beaten by a party of 
Indians at Miller Reed on July 12. 
‘The Registrar asked counsel whether 
this was relevant to the case, and 
Mr. Stewart replied that it was’ most 
relevant, as the supporters of one of 
the parties had beaten up a witness 
‘who was to give evidence for the 
other side, ‘This strengthened the 
ease for the defence, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Diamond, 

witness sald that he had been un- 
employed since January of this year. 
He was a very good friend of Sadhu 
‘Singh, and helped him by giving 
him money to. buy food. 
Mr. Diamond: 1s it true that 
Harnam_ Singh wanted to. marty 
‘Bishan Singh's daughter?—He cannot 
marry outside of India 

Is it true to say that Sadhu Singh 
wanted his daughter to marry the 
nephew of Bishan Singh?—No, that 
cannot be in Shanghal. 

Why not?—In India, they have an 
intermediary between’ the bride and 
bridegroom. 

It is possible to have that in 

Shanghai, is it not?—No, it is not 
possible for an Indian to marry in 
Shangh: 
‘At the conclusion of the ease, Mt,

“Straight Up” Without a Preliminary Run

Singapore Acrodrome Nearly Finished 


From Our Own. 


London, July 24. 

‘The ability of the latest autogyro 
to rise straight into the air without 
preliminary run was startlingly 
shown yesterday at the old Houns- 
low aerodrome, once the starting- 
place of aeroplanes for Paris but 
now a riding ground, covered with 
rank grass and bushes, for oMleers. 

‘The machine, which is called the 
Autodynamie Autogyro, was flown 
by Mr. H. L. Marsh.” He put it 
‘alongside some bushes, which It 
could not possibly have cleared by 
rising in the usual way, and started 
up his rotor blades.” At 270 revolu- 
tlons per minute they gave such an 
upward lift that the machine shot 
into the air so suddenly that the 
ress photographers were too start- 
ed to get a picture So down came 
the aulogyro and up she was shot 
again. At the end of the jump, 
about 40ft. off the ground, the pilot 
was able to throw out the clutch 
and transfer the power from the 
rotors to the propeller for the for- 
ward movement. 

To outward appearance the new 
autogyro is just like the old, with 
no wings or other control surfaces 
except the rotors. Its value on board 
ship needs no demonstrating, and it 
certainly brings us nearer to the day 
when city-dwellers will be able to 
take off and land upon their own 
roofs,

First Stages to the Transatlantic 


‘The alr service between Bermuda 
and New York, which according to 
the plans now’ announced by Lord 
‘Swinton, the Air Minister, will begin 
in the autumn, will be the first link 
in one of the main ‘Transatlantic air 
routes of the future. 

‘The agreement made between the 
Government and Imperial Airways 
covers a term of five years, during 
which a maximum annual subsidy of 
£18,100 will be paid to the company, 
‘The company will also receive, 
through the government of Bermuda, 
a capital grant of not more than 
£34500 to. provide a fving-boat 
of the Empire class, together with 
the necessary spare engines, for the 
working of a regular weekly service 
to and from the Island, 

“Cavalier.” the third ‘boat of the 
series now in construction, is pro- 
visionally scheduled for shipment to 
North America for this Bermuda 
service: as the distance between the 
proposed terminal points is approx- 
imately 800 miles, the “Cavalier” 
will be fitted with fuel tanks of 
larger capacity than are carried in 
the majority of the new craft, 

Another, and indispensable, tink 
in the ‘Transatlantic scheme is the 
‘composite aircraft, the invention of 
Captain Mayo, to ‘solve the problem 
‘of combining. long range and. big 
Payload. Work on the frst of these 
daring machines Is now going on 
hard, and it is hoped that the “upper 
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component” a four-engined float sea~ 
plane, will take the air for trial 
flights towards the end of August, 
followed after a brief interval by the 
“lower component”, a four-cngined 
boat similar to the new Empire 
machines but modifled for _perfor- 
mance of its unique duties, Separate 
fying trials will be gone through 
first. Both components will then fly 
together, the seaplane carried on the 
wings of the boat, from which it Is 
to be Taunched in mid-air, Full 
handling, taxiing and flying trials 
will be" made before the actual 
Taunch is attompted; during this 
phase the composite ‘plane will func 
Yion as an eight-engined biplane.

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CANADA’S TROPICAL HEAT WAVE 


Disastrous to Crops in the Prairie Provinces: Departure 
of the Vimy Pilgrimage Party 
‘ost Our Own Conssronoent 


‘Montreal, July 18. 

‘A wave of tropical heat has swept | 
‘the country from the Rocky Moun- 
faing to the eastern seaboard, and 
hha been disastrous to crops in the 
prairie provinees and in Ontario. 
‘The extreme temperatures followed 
a period of, partial drought in the 
West, and ‘the result is that the 
estimates for this year’s wheat crop 
will have to be radically reduced, 
In anticipation of this, prices have 
been rising sharply on the Winnipeg 
market, and at the time of writing 
‘are not far from the dollar mark. 
Some closo observers predict that 
the world surplus will largely di 
‘appear inside of two or three yeat 
it the recent trond toward unfavour~ 
fable crops persists, 

‘The estimate of the Winnipeg “Free 
Press” is that there has already been 
serious and irreparable damage in 
two-thirds of the grain growing sec- 
tons of the western provinces, In 
Some areas, however, conditions are 
reported to be fairly good, and 
‘overywhere rain even now would im- 
prove prospects. By one of the 
strange freaks of nature frost damay 
was reported in a limited area some 
forty miles east of Edmonton, when 
the temperature took a sudden drop 
overnight: and low-lying lands were 
affected, Hail damage has not been 
heavy, but farmers are watehing the 
skles"apprehensively as the heat 
wave continues, 

In. Ontario the whole population 
sweltored for days as temperatures 
fof over 100 degrees were recorded. 
Weather records of long standing 
toppled in ‘Toronto, Hamitton and 
other important centres, and many 
deaths were reported tobe due elther 
Gireetly” of Indirectly to the heat. 
‘Toronto recorded 105 on one cee 
sion, and its eltizens made generally 
unsuccessful efforis to keep cool. 
Meanwhile crops of fruits and berries 
in the bountiful Niagara Peninsu 
cooked on trees and. bushes, and 
other field crops withered in the 
pitiless sun, Rains which followed 
the heat brought some reliof to the 
farmers, but it is certain that much 
Joss will result even in the crops 
which have some chance to recover. 

‘Aided by the prolonged drought 
whieh made the forest door as dry 
fs Under, fires have been sweeping, 
the wealthy forests of Northern 
Ontario, and have done great damage 
to valuable stands of timber. In 
‘addition, there have boen numerous 
arrow ‘escapes for the villages and 
towns in the district, as all able- 
bodied men joined with the rangers 
to fight the blazes. ‘The small com- 
‘munity inthe Thunder Boy region 
was actually wiped out, and Its forty 
Inhabitants” were forced to dee 
‘across a lake. In the same vicinity 
the 700 inhabitants of Nakina (about 
213 miles west of Cochrane) stood 
ready to board an omergency train 
fas the @ames roared through the 
bush country only a few miles from 
the town. "Hose erews soaked all 
the buildings in the town and the 
‘nearby bush; eventually, the town 
‘was saved, as the fire passed to the 
south, 

In addition to the loss to fores 
property, which has been extremely 
serious, there has also been a grim 
{oll of the wild life of the woods. 
Tales have come in from hunters 
‘and trappers of the sight of birds 
fand beasts trapped as they sought 10 
eseape from. the advance of the 
flames. Hundreds of wild animals 
took refuge in lakes and rivers until 
the fire had passed, but their na~ 
tural habitat is searred in a way that 
renders life for them most dimeult, 
unless they migrate to green timber, 
‘The loss to young forest life at this 
season must have been great. 

Waterfront Scenes 

‘Scenes along the waterfront that 
wore reminiscent of the days of the 
great War marked the departure of 
the members of the great Vimy 
Pilgrimage o consecrate the monu- 
ment on Vimy Ridge that Canadians 
will always hold dear. It was the 
greatest sailing in the history of the 
ort of Montreal, as five liners 
carried away upwards of six thou 
sand pilgrims, of whom some three 
thousand are veterans of Vimy and 
other battles, From carly morning 
of the day of departure special trains, 
thirteen of them in all, brought the 
‘travellers in from all parts of Canada 
fo join in the expedition which was 
‘organized by the Canadian Legion of 
the British Empire Service League. 
It will probably rank as one of the 
‘greatest’ mass movements in all 
Canadian history, 

‘Uncounted thousands ined the 
riverfront for several miles as the 
‘great liners eased out of their berths 
fone by one, and two destroyers of 






































craft of all descriptions, down to 
‘small eanoes and rowboats, were on 
hand to" wave a welcome and a 
farewell to the travellers. ‘The 
steamers were gaily decorated with 
Dunting, and the bands played the 
old familiar airs before the depar~ 
ture, So great was the throng of 
passengers "in the steamship sheds 
that all the usual visitors to depart 
ing frlends were forbidden to enter, 
‘and were forced to wave their fare

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INDIA’S POSITION 
DEFINED 


Question of a Renewal of the 
‘Trade Treaty and Protocol 
Front Oun Own Commsronexr 


Colombo, Aug. 8 

In the negotiations now under way 
between Japan and India for a re- 
newal of the trade treaty and pro- 
tocol between the two nations, India 
thas entered with this advantage:—her 
position Is clearly defined. 

"As the result of recent discussions | 
fat Simla between non-official repre- 
Sentatives of various industrial and 
agricultural interests, on the one: 
hhand, and the spokesman of the Com- 
merce Department of the Govern- 
ment of India, on the other, an un- 
derstanding was reached about a 
commen front, ‘Thus, the official 
negollations have been’ fecilitated to 
the extent that India's cards wil: be 
laid upon the table. 

In strong contrast to the Indian’ 
frankness, the Japanese attitude is 
still undefined, It is not known what 
‘cards Japan may have up her sleeve 
or whether she is able any time to 
produce a card with which to trick 
India's ace. No’official elaboration of 
the Japanese ease has, as yet, been 
fortheoming. All that is known here 
is that within the past few months, 
Osaka ‘manufacturers have been busy 
‘collecting statistics and making out 
2 case for the revision of the existing 
treaty and protocol in their favour. 
It seems imiprobable that the Japan- 
‘ese spokesmen at Simla will merely 
‘equiesce in tho Indian arguments or 
‘Will uecept changes that will benefit 
India. 








Possible Counter-Claims 

On the contrary, all the indications 
point to the fact that the Indian 
Brguments will be controverted in 
many” respects and that counter 
claims will be put forward, ‘This 
‘does mot _ mean’ that an ultimate 
agreement cannot be arrived at, but 
Tt docs mean thet the too-facile 
‘argument that India has only to state 
her caso for it to be accepted by 
Japan must be guarded against. There 
is no doubt that the negotiations aro 
likely to, be protracted and a good 
deal. of “give-and-take” will be. re~ 
Quired before a successful conclusion 
Is reached. 

‘There Js a fundamental difference 
between the nature of the existing 
trade treaty and the protocol. The

small. industries, 


‘The Protocol Question 

As to the protocol, the non-official 
Indian case is that its provislons have 
been largely nullifled by systematic 
evasion of Japanese manufacturers 
‘and Indian merchants in Japan. In 
its essentials, the barter agreement 
underlying the protocol provided that 
Japan ‘should Rave the right to ex- 
ort 400 million yards of cotton plece 
Goods to India in return for a 
‘minimum quantity of one million 
bales of Indian raw cotton. 

‘Actually Japan's average annual 
takings of indian raw cotton have 
Jexceeded 1% million bales over the 
last ten years. It is very probable 
that the raising of the minimum 
gure of raw cotton exports to Japan 
beyond * the original “figure of one 
million bales will be sought. 

‘On the other side of the barter 
Jagreement, Japan has not been able 
to avail herself fully of the export 
Jquota of 400 million’ yards of cotton 
plece-goods. She has, however, more 
than made up for this deficiency by 
her ever-increasing exports of other 
forms of piece goods ‘which do, not 
‘come within the definition of "the 
‘quota, "These extrancous exports con 
sist of artificial silks, "plece-zoods. 
‘and mixtures, fents, ready-made gar- 
ments and fe-exports over India's 
Tand frontiers to the neighbouring 
markets of Nepal and Afghanistan.

‘The handleap under which the 
foreigner in Shanghai labours is 
his complete inability to check the 
statements. of his servants, In 
well-run households, of course, the 
claims of the domestics in regard to 
sums paid out for the family's food 
can be roughly compared with the 
probabilities, but even there it is 
next door to impossible to make 
sure that the family is not being 
“gqueezed” in some way or ano- 
ther, In fact, it is a fairly safe 
bet that the domestic is getting the 
better of the transaction either by 
charging big money when he has 
ald small or by wringing a com- 
mission out of the vendor or by 
some other means beyond the com- 
prehension of his master and mis- 
tress, In the circumstances, the 
‘wise houscholder confines himself 
to limiting the exactions of his 
helpers to a reasonable amount, 
and thereby rids himself of the 
necessity for a lot of spying and 
unprofitable brain-work. He may 
know he is losing so much a month, 
but he looks upon the brighter 
side and congratulates himself that, 
at any rate, he is saving brain 
po ver which his employers pay 
for at s0 much more an hour or s0 
much less a column, And that in 
‘the end is what matters, The 
phenomenon of a servant taking his 
‘opportunities to make the most out 
of his master is not confined to 
this country, as dwellers in other 
Asiatic lands can vouch. Kipling 
has written a classic story of an 
Indian Naboth, who ate his way 
slowly but surely into his estate 
until he had to be kicked out at the 
height of his prosperity; while the 

ie author's stories of the per- 
adventures of a sahib's household 
ih India would make most other 
efforts look like cheap imitations. 
So far as China Js concerned, 
writers such as Alice ‘Tisdale 
Hobart and Stella Benson have 
done very well in depicting the 
Chinese servant, but this country 
still lacks. a genius who can depict 
‘the troubles of a foreign master 
‘with his domestic staff with the 
accuracy and humour of the great 
‘writer on India, 














‘To a minor degree, what follows 
is designed to contribute to the 
‘material on which the genius will 
be able to draw, for in all essen- 
tials it is a true story. Many years 
‘ago, an impecunious couple decided 
to set up a household on what they 
could scrape together and, like 
other impecunious couples ‘before 
them, moved into a furnished 
house where there was a domestic 
who acted in the combined capaci- 
ties of cook and major domo and 
guardian of the furniture for those 
who owned it, ‘This man had a 
Privileged position, since he was 
difficult for the impecunious couple 
to get rid of; and he made the 
most of it by robbing them right 
and left in all the household bills. 
‘One habit he had which gave him 
away, since he could never run an 
errand without a double purpose. 
As an example, the master might 
ask him to yo up stairs and get 
him a clean handkerchief, The 
servant could not bring himself to 
do so unless he was fulfilling some 
other duty as well. He would 
look desperately round the room 
for something which ought to be 
up stairs but which was not, and, 
if he could find no such thing, was 
not beneath taking up stairs some 
of. the mantle-piece bric-a-brac, 
knowing full well that, when next 
‘ordered upon an errand from the 
rooms up stairs, he could bring 
that piece down’ again. This habit 
became so deeply engrained that 
‘at last he carried away with him 
@ reflex camera and a pocket 
camera belonging to the master 
and, as he afterwards protested, 
quite involuntarily, pawned them 
along with some of his winter 
clothes—which caused the end of 
his rule in the household and, 
ineidentally, an almighty row with 
the owners of the furniture who 
were not satisfied until they had 
personally counted the chairs and 
tables to make sure that the “boy’ 

was not being dismissed to hide 
up the theft of furniture by the 
victimized tenants, 














This old history is a necessary 
introduction to what follows. For| 
as a direct result of the move which 
the tenants made after this rot 
‘there came into their service a. 
charining old man who brought, 
]with him a packet of trouble. For 
reasons which need not be gone 
jinto too deeply, at that time the 
tenants had cause to engage an| 
amah, and the charming old man| 
recommended his wife who, as she 
had had some experience in a 
hospital, seemed just the person. 
It is only fair to'record that the 
master had some doubts when he 
saw her, since she had a formid- 
able array of gold teeth, and in| 
some circles there is an association | 
between gold teeth and sing-song’ 
girls—or evén worse—that even a 
Dr. Watson could not miss. How- 
‘ever, the amah proved satisfactory, 
resetting the top of a Johnson's 
Baby Powder tin from half-way’ 
dowa the baby's gullet and doing 
other things that could not but| 
enhance her value in the eyes of| 
her employers, who valued the tops| 
of Johnson's ‘Baby Powder tins 
only less than they valued the| 
Mfe of their offspring. So years| 
passed. The time came for the| 
couple to go on Home leave. The | 
servants, then augmented ty a 
real “boy” who knew all cbout, 
serving cocktails and other things| 
important in social life, were paid 
off with generous gratulties, and. 
the employers resolved to make a 
fresh start when they returned to. 
their labours. But this was not! 
to be. For within a few days of 
their Janding and when they had. 
decided upon a house, the whole 
of their former staff’ descended 
upon them en masse, though the 
“boy,” at least, was abandoning a 
very’ good job’ elsewhere. ‘Their 
arrival coincided with a period of 
worry, when furniture was being 
collected and placed in the new 
house, compradore accounts were 
being’ reopened, and there was the 
general business of settling into’ 
new surroundings. ‘Therefore the 
return of the servants was wel- 
comed as the saving of a lot of 
other thought and worry, and they 
were re-engaged. Parenthetically, 
the employers never found out 
how the servants had known the 
date of their return or had dis 
covered the house in which they 
had decided to take up their abode. 
But this is a minor point, 

But in the new household there 
existed none of the harmony that, 

















preparer of linen in the mornings 
and evenings, while the missy 
could not forget the episode of the 
Johnson's Baby Powder lid, and 
was inclined to take the part of 
the “‘old-man” and his spouse.

‘The result 
might have been foreseen, but was 
not. When the time came for the 
servants’ quarters to be occupied, 
the “boy” moved in plus incum- 
brances. The main incumbrance 
was a rather good-looking wife 
who thought all sorts of things of 
the amah’s gold teeth, and pro- 
voked all sorts of replies by her 
outspoken manner of expressing’ 
her thoughts. It became quite 
impossible for the “old man” to 
‘move into servants’ quarters, the 
ineumbrance proving the better 
tongue-wagger when it came to 
in-fighting. So the garage was 
turned into a permanent home for 
the “old man” and family, as the 
master indignantly discovered one 
night when, returning from the

AUSTRALIA'S TRADE WITH JAPAN 


Last year Australia sent a goodwill 
Commissioner to Japan and almost 
immediately afterwards Japan re- 
turned the compliment. Tt was point- 
‘ed out at the time that the oficial 
visits had nothing to do with trade. 
But Australia's message of goodwill 
[seems to have accentuated Japan’ 
disappointment with the new Aus- 
tralian tariff, Japanese goods—tex: 
Uiles, crockery, faney goods and a wids 
range of manufactures—have been 
steadily supplanting British imports 
in the Australian market. The 
growth has been remarkable. Japan- 
‘ese fabrics have been landed at an 
average cost of 4%d. per yd. com- 
pared to 144. in the case of Ehglish 
fabrics. ‘The new tariff imposed ad- 
ditional duties on foreign textiles in 
favour of production, both British 
and Australian, 

Japan promptly threatened that it 
these duties were maintained she 
‘would impose restrictions on Aus~ 
tralian wool and wheat, which she 
hhas imported to at least twice the 
value of the Japanese manufactures 
bought by Australia. ‘The new tariff 
Jaw gives the Commonwealth Gov- 
‘ernment the power to licence foreign 
Imports, transferring trade from bad 
‘customers to good customers, of whom 
Japan is one. ‘The Commonwealth 
Government offered to grant Japan 














‘the decision. The master pro-

In announcing the Commonwealth 
Government's determination to stand 
by its policy the Prime.

Finance in China” and though its| 
Uterary value has not been decreas- 
ing os time went on, the last decade 
‘was responsible for so many changes,

finance has become a necessity. There

Monarchical Methods 
During the monarchleal period, at

liked without nancial control of

‘constitution of 1013 the national

Howeve 
the details were imperfect and th 
practical working of the scheme be- 
‘came illusory. Between 1912 and 1927 
there were only four budgets, ono| 
‘cach for the fiseal years 1913-14, 
1014-15, 1916-17 and 1020-21, This] 
proved harmful and hence ‘further 
Gevelopments became inevitable, 


Basie Principles

1927" under the Nationalist Party 
brought the establishment of the five|

nected with state finance. 

‘The ‘financial administration of 
(China is fully analysed by the author, 
who deals exhaustively with every: 
thing pertaining to the construction 
of the budget, as well os its execu-| 
ton; this means the procedure in col 
leeting revenues." Therealter he; 
deseribes the financial procedure in| 
‘connection with the budget, when| 
handed to the Legislative Yuan. And 
finally he gives a elear account of the| 
[Judicial Yuan's duties pertaining to 
‘the auditing of government accounts.
